The Elk Grove Village Board voted'5-1 


Tuesday to approve a parental responsi- 
bility ordinance that would give police 
the authority to arrest the parents of a 
habitual juvenile offender. 


Under the ordinance parents could be 


fined $500 or sentenced to jail for not 
more than 90 days if they failed to ex- 
ercise "reasonable parental control" 
over their children. 


A habitual offender is termed as one 


who has been convicted of three or more 
violations in one year. 


Trustee Ronald Chernick dissented, 


questioning the jail sentence provision. 


"I can't see putting a parent in jail for 


the act of a child." he said. "The ordi- 
nance is good, the intent is good, but I 
wonder if going to jail for the act of a 
child is right." 


An amendment proposed by Chernick 


to delete the 90-day jail sentence was de- 
feated 5-1. 


Trustee Edward Kenna said the object 


of the law was not to put parents in jail 
but to get them to cooperate with author- 


ities by coming in for counseling. 


MANY TIMES parents of habitual of- 


fenders fail to meet with authorities 
when requested, he said. The ordinance 
would make it increasingly difficult for 
them to avoid contact with counselors if 
they were faced with a jail sentence, he 
explained. 


"We hope with this law on the books 


we can get the parents to come in and 
use a service we spend $50,000 a year 
on," he said, referring to the Community 
Service counseling agency the municipal- 
ity funds. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of 


Community Service, said out of 12 recent 
referral cases, from the police to the 
counseling agency nine parents refused 
to meet with counselors.

A barrage of discouraging news sent 


the stock market tumbling for the second 
day in a row. Turnover swelled two mil- 
lion shares to 13,940,000. Aside from con- 
cern about inflation and high unemploy- 
ment, investors viewed with disfavor a 
government report of a drop in its index 
of leading economic indicators, a report 
that the budget deficit is a near-record, 
and that rail and steel strikes could 
cripple the economy. Declines out- 
numbered advances 1,040 to 323 on the 
New York Exchange. The Dow Jones Av- 
erage lost 8.69 to 872.01.

Middleton Indicted For Explosives 


Dr. James Middleton, Des Plaines 


area physician charged with the sexual 
assault of two women patients, has been 
indicted on federal charges of illegally 
making and possessing explosive de- 
vices. 


Dr. Middleton, who was also indicted 


for possession of an unregistered .38- 
caliber tear gas pen, was arrested by 
federal agents last December at his of- 
fice, 969 Elmhurst Rd., unincorporated 
Des Plaines. 


Agents said they confiscated booby- 


trap bombs and explosive devices in the 
office and during a similar raid on the 
doctor's Chicago apartment, 2800 N. 
Lake Shore Drive. 


The grand jury returned an eight-count 


indictment Tuesday, accusing Middleton 
of making and possessing bombs on 
three different occasions, according to 
Farrel Griffin, assistant U.S. Attorney. 


THE RAID BY federal agents followed 


Dr. Middleton's arrest last Dec. 1 on 
charges of drugging and assaulting two 
former women patients. He was later in- 


dicted by a Cook County grand jury on 
two counts of deviate sexual assault and 
aggravated battery. 


William H. Robinson, director of the 


Illinois Department of Registration and 
Education, is scheduled to announce this 
morning whether Middleton will be 
granted a rehearing on charges that led 
to the ordered revocation of his Illinois 
medical license. 


The doctor was charged with three vio- 


lations of the Medical Practice Act after 
his arrest. Those charges included the 
accusation that Middleton failed to re- 
port an alleged suspension of his license 
in Missouri where he formerly prac- 
ticed medicine. 


His attorney, Edward Genson, is ex- 


pected to seek a court review of the li- 
cense revocation if the state agency 
denies the doctor's request for a rehear- 
' ing today. 


Dr. Middleton will appear next Thurs- 


day in criminal court, where Judge Rob- 
ert Downing is scheduled to rule on Gen- 
son's claim that the grand jury county 


that indicted Middleton was prejudiced 
by pre-trial publicity. 


Middleton's medical license was re- 


voked last month, pending the request 
for rehearing before the state medical 
examining board. Genson h?s objected to 
the state license hearing being conducted 
while criminal charges are pending 
against Middleton.

Consumers are caught in this year's 


ninth round of the gasoline war as sev- 
eral major oil companies move to restore 
normal prices by withdrawing supports 
to their dealers on a national scale! 


if the majors have their way, the pump 


prices will move up to the 40.4-cents- 
a-gallon level for regular gasoline. 
Prices in the Chicago area are now 4 to 9 
cents a gallon below the normal price, 
said Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief 
of Platt's Oilgram, a daily publication of 
petroleum industry information. 


"At the start of this week, prices were 


the lowest of the year," said Hugo. He 
noted that service stations can charge 
lower prices for gas when oil companies 
(majors) offer price supports in an effort 
to compete with other suppliers. The oil 
company usually pays 70 per cent of the 
difference between the normal pump 
price and the actual price charged; the 
dealer pays 30 per cent! Some dealers 
even charge one cent below the sup- 
ported price Hugo said. 


"The last attempt to restore prices to 


normal levels was just before the Fourth 
of July and the prices did go up to an 
average of 38.4 cents a gallon," Hugo 
said. "This lasted about a week, and 
then it crumbled just as all the other pre- 
vious moves did." 


He said Shell Oil was the first com- 


pany to withdraw its price supports on a 
national basis this week, followed in Chi- 
cago by Gulf, Standard Oil, Texaco and 
Union 76 followed, and it is probable that 
other majors will take similar action, 
Hugo said. This is the first nationwide 
drive to restore normal prices in 1971. 


"WHAT LEADS US to believe that this 


will succeed better than the other moves 
to restore normal prices is that earnings 
reports are just coming out for the sec- 
ond quarter," he said. "Those companies 
which are domestically oriented are 
hurting, especially those in the Midwest. 
This will give an added incentive to do 
something about the situation." 


The minority sets the pace for the ma- 


jority in gasoline pricing, Hugo said, not- 
ing that it only takes a few dealers to 
break a price restoration move. 


The latest move toward normal pump 


prices has a greater chance of success 
than earlier moves this year because it 
is on a national scale, said Robert J. Ja- 
cobs, executive director of the IDinois 
Gasoline Dealers Association. "A price 
war is like a cancer. You need to cut out 
the whole cancer in order to stop it from 
spreading," he said. 


"THERE WILL BE strong indications 


by Friday or as late as Monday as to 
whether this will take hold," Jacobs said. 


"Currently the oil companies that have 


dropped their supports comprise about 45 
per cent of the Illinois gasoline sales but 
we hope this will move up every day." 
The association has eight mobile units on 
the street with representatives advising 
dealers to drop their pump prices early. 


"We are happy about this move to re- 


store prices," said Jacobs. "Price wars 
destroy the dealers by taking away their 
profit margin. They are a battle of the 
giants between the majors and the inde- 
pendents, and the dealer is caught in be- 
tween." 


Although the consumer will pay more 


for gas if the majors' campaign succeeds 
he will gain better service, Jacobs said. 
He explained that service station owners 
may try to make up his losses when gas 
prices are down by spending less time on 
the mechanical end of the business.

Field is the second of the three major 


stores at the center, still under construc- 
tion, to announce the opening of its per- 
sonnel department. Sears Roebuck & Co. 
began interviewing applicants June 7. 
Sears is to open its store Aug. 4. while 
Field is coordinating its opening with the 
official grand opening of the Mall, to be 
Sept. 9 


Most of the openings at Fields are for 


sales positions, said Robert B. Carlson, 
store manager "In addition to the sales 
staff, we also need people for our kitch- 
ens, dining room service, marking and 
receiving and our security force," said 
Carlson 


Applications are being accepted, and 


interviews conducted. 9:30 a.m. to 3-30 
p m. weekdays and 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.

The Elk Grove Park District last week 


approved a similar resolution for the 
project which includes a 589-acre recrea- 
tional lake in the Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve 


Elk Grove Village is one of 15 sponsors 


of the flood control project coordinated 
by the U.S Soil Conservation Service 
(SCSI and the Salt Creek Watershed 
Steering Committee headed by Tom 
Hamilton of Elk Grove Village. 


The project, which will extend from 


the DuPage County line to north Pala- 
tine, will take five years to complete. It 
includes six reservoirs with the largest in 
the Ned Brown Preserve 


The project is dependent upon a $9.5 


million grant from Congress to be includ- 
ed in the SCS this fall. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the 
board 


passed a swimming pool ordinance eas- 
ing specifications of above-ground pools. 
According to one trustee, the way the or- 
dinance was written previously, it was 
difficult to buy a pool that would con- 
form to the village requirements. 


The board approved of the 20-year 


street improvement plan it was required 
to make by the state legislature. The

Their owner. Charles Eisenmann looked 
up at the sky. 


"It looks bad, but 1 haven't been rain- 


ed out of a show yet on this tour." Eisen- 
mann said 


He began rearranging the shopping 


carts, making sure the connecting rope 
would keep out the expected audience 


It began to rain He picked up the mi- 


crophone. "The show will go on folks at 
1 30. rain or shine. Why don't you stand 
under the overhang in front of the store 
back there9" 


THE 20 OR SO persons who had gath- 


ered to see Eisenmann's dog show began 
to run toward the front of Dominick's 
Foodstore. one of the two sponsors of the 
performance and the Chicago-area tour. 
The other sponsor for Friday's appear- 
ance at Mount Prospect Plaza, Rand and 
Central roads, was a dog food company 


It began to ram harder and Eisenmann 


turned on the incidental background mu- 


sic. 


The four dogs were now on the stage 


which folded out from a white trailer. 
They paced around, nuzzling their owner. 


"I've lost four dogs in the last three 


years." 
Eisenmann 
began. "But J 


haven't really lost anything." 


He used the example of Lassie. "Usu- 


ally when a television dog trainer loses a 
dog, he's lost. He doesn't know what he 
did with the first dog to get it to per- 
form He has to go find another dog who 
can do the same trick." 


Eisenmann said this type of trainer 


blames the dog and not himself 


-BUT IT IS THE trainer's fault," Eis- 


enmann said. "When I lose a dog, I can 
use my method and have a dog attain a 
certain level within months." 


For Eisenmann, Lassie remains the 


classic example of training, as opposed 
to his method of educating the dog. 


"LasMe can open a door. She's trained 


to do that 
But if they want a door 


closed, they have to get another dog," he 
said 


He turned and commanded Thorn, the 


youngest dog, to behave. 


"For example, Thorn has been with 


me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If I put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,' he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog,' 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then, I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words. The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common 


sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal 
can do one thing, it can do others in its 


physical realm." 


He published a book in 1969, "Stop Sit 


and Think," to prove his point that any 
dog owner can get results from using his 
method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the

does not remember later what happened 
to him 


"Physically he is doing very well. 


Mentally he's got a long way to go," said 
Mrs Hogy 


tNTIL JUST A few days ago. Mr and 


Mrs Hogy thought Duffy would be trans- 
ferred to a rehabilitation center in Chi- 


cago before going home. Since then, doc- 
tors have told her Duffy will be allowed 
to go straight home, and may be re- 
leased within the next several days. She 
does not know if he will require formal 
therapy sessions once he is discharged 
from the hospital 


A few weeks ago, doctors encouraged 


interested persons to send Duffy cards at 
the hospital. Now he also may receive 
gifts. 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of

I am 
trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 
er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. 
His home is in Vancouver, British 


Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was lime to 
make some more believers.

David Brinklev Defends Fourth Estate 
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'Press Never Muzzles Politicians9 


by JUDY NAJOLJA 


"In numerous countries, politicians 


have seized power and muzzled the 
press, but there has not been one country 
where the press has seized power and 
muzzled the politicians." 


To David BrlnKley, NBC's newscaster 


who has won every major broadcasting 
award m his 28 years with NBC, the 
press is "absolutely essential to a civi- 
lized society " 


Brinkley spoke on "The Press and Civ- 


il Liberties" at Harper College in Pala- 
tine Tuesday night. 


In a speech laced with humor, he 


touched on some of the basic problems 
between politicians and the public and 
television news broadcasting. 


"The basic problem is that television 


reaches all levels of society from the 
most sophisticated to the most ignorant. 
When you tune into a television news 
program, you have to take it as it comes 
and you have to take all or none of the 
news," Brinkley said. 


BRINKLEY: "Everybody knows the public can be fooled."

People who read newspapers can pick 


what they want to read when they want 
to read it, but television viewers must 
listen to the news as it is presented. 


"A DISTURBING NUMBER of people 


who are not frequently exposed to tele- 
vision news don't understand what a 
reporter is. We tell what the news is, not 
what the viewer wishes it is," Brinkley 
said. 


Critics of the press should think about 


what would happen if we did not have 
private control of the press: "The gov- 
ernment would have to establish a press 
because it is a public necessity Look at 
Russia where the press is federally spon- 
sored propaganda." 


On Vice President Spiro Agnew, Brink- 


ley said: "The vice president is only the 
loudest critic, he is by no means the 
first." 


The important point about Agnew's 


criticism, Brinkley thinks, is that a great 
number of people agree with him and 
think what he is saying should be said. 


On Agnew's criticism that the press 


needs to reassess itself to see if it is un- 
biased, Brinkley said: "I have come up 
with my own definition of an unbiased 
person: One whose biases agree with my 
biases." 


"I DO NOT SAY the press is always 


fair and unbiased, but when you examine 
the charges, you also have to examine 
the people making them " 


When politicians claim the press is 


biased, they are usually saying the press 
does not praise them enough, according 
to Brinkley. 


"Distributing the news has to be done, 


if the country is going to hold together. If 
the press doesn't put out the bad news, 
no one else will do it." 


After he finished his defense of the 


press, Brinkley answered questions from 
some of the 400 persons in the audience. 


To a listener critical of the instant 


analysis after President Nixon's speech 
on China, he replied: "We never wanted 
to do any instant analysis, but we have 
to do it to fill time. Television time 
comes in 30-minute blocks. You can't tell 
the President of the United States how 
long to speak, so if he talks 20 min- 
utes, we have to fill up the other 10 
minutes. You can't follow the President 
with a seal act or organ music, so we 
have commentators on." 


TELEVISION COVERAGE of the 1968 


Democratic convention in Chicago was 
criticized: "Because of a telephone 
strike, we couldn't put cables every- 
where we wanted them. We could only 
get them where Mayor Daley wanted 
them." 


The 
Pentagon Papers published 


recently in the New York Times were 
also brought up: "Where did the New 
York Times get the power to declassify a 
document?" Brinkley said the answer is 
the Constitution. "Pentagon officials pri- 
vately admit 95 per cent of the secret 
papers are not harmful to national secur- 
ity, but they are harmful to politicians. 
Never in the history of this country has 
the press released anything vital to na- 
tional security and I don't think it ever 
will," Brinkley concluded.

Citizens Group Relays Emergency Information 
Dick Tracy Can't Top These Guys 


A group of men in the area have or- 


ganized themselves to serve the commu- 
nity by providing a relay of emergency 
information under REACT (Radio Emer- 
gency Associated Citizens Team). 


Coordinated by Richard Rehner and 


Michael Porter, both of Hoffman Es- 
tates, the group, called Northwest Illinois 
REACT, will be in operation 24 hours a 
day relaying emergency messages to 
proper authorities. There are now about 
4(i members spread across the three- 
county area of Cook, Lake and McHenry. 


The group works by using two-way ra- 


dios to notify a central monitoring sta- 
tation of an emergency. The monitor can 
then call for emergency help on the tele- 
phone if direct help is not available 
over the two-way radio. 


THE GROUP IS part of a nationwide 


effort encouraging private citizens to in- 
stall two-way radios in their cars for 
emergency use, for either personal emer- 
gency situations, or to provide aid to oth- 
ers. 


"Citizens two-way radio has proved the 


difference between life and death," Reh- 
ner said. "From an accident scene on a 
remote road, a citizen whose car is radio 
equipped can instantly alert an ambu- 
lance, a doctor and a hospital staff. 


"He can also save precious moments 


in disaster situations where emergency 
oxygen or a resuscitator is needed," 
Rehner added. 


"We have just signed an agreement 


pact with the American Red Cross Dis- 
aster Service," he said of additional pub- 
lic service watches the local REACT 
group has taken on. 


"Should a disaster arise within our 


Northwest Illinois territory, we will be 
the main source of communication. We 
will eventually go into this deeper by 
providing medical, traffic, and crowd 
control divisions to assist police, fire, 
and civil defense authorities should the 
need arise," Rehner added.

buggy, the Lunar Rover, in a three- 
mile radius from the landing point, 
the astronauts will explore the base

And they 
may be able to answer the question 
whether the moon's rilles were form- 
ed by water or some other fluid.

An area of great interest to us in 


financial 
management is what 


high-income people are looking for 
from their savings and investments. 


This is revealed in a survey spon- 


sored by a Washington social science 
organization. 


Giving the respondents an opportu-' 


nity to choose among four investment 
characteristics, the researchers asked 
them _to describe each as "very impor-. 
tant." "important," "somewhat im- 
portant," ' not very important," or 


not important at all." 
The tour characteristics were 1) a 


high current yield (interest and rent). 
2) safety, 3) liquidity, and 4) capital 
gains. 


Safety and liquidity, in that order, 


were considered the most important 
savings characteristics. These are 
paramount 
features in savings ac- 


counts in institutions like ours. 


Safety was regarded as important 


by a majority at all income levels. Its 
importance was not affected by the 
respondent's age nor by the size of his 
portfolio. 
Liquidity was regarded as impor- 
tant or very important by about half 
of the investors. The proportion ten- 
ded to increase slightly as income rose. 


Interestingly enough, those holding 


the highest opinion of liquidity were 
the experts in the field of investment 
management, those employed in the 
financial sector. 
When asked if there was anything 


else important to them in managing 
their investment*, about one-third of 


the respondents said they took other 
things into consideration. The most 
common observation was that they 
thought it important to have some fa- 
miliarity with the company in which 
they were investing and some ac- 
quaintance with its management. 


Some stressed the desire to min- 


imize anxiety — a concern that was 
repeated many times in other contexts 
throughout the interviews. Typical 
were expressions like "what we are 
striving for is peace of .mind" and 
"I'm afraid of a tumbling market." 


The conclusion of the report, on the 


basis of sources of information sought 
and other criteria^ was that only about 
half of the total income represented in 
the survey was handled by "very 
highly informed" (15 per cent), "high- 
ly informed" (21 per cent), or "fairly 
well informed" (18 per cent) persons. 


"Considerable investing was done 


by persons who did not make use of 
the information and advice available 
to them," the report said. 


A "widespread aversion to deci- 


sion-making was noted, with many 
stockholders concerned chiefly with 
minimizing the number of decisions in 
the management of their assets. 


This bespeaks an understandable 


fear on the part of many persons who 
are poorly informed about the com- 
plexities of the stock market and the 
many variables that affect it.

BIG Little Planes! 


by BRAD BREKKE 


The small plane screams off the hot 


asphalt at an incredible speed and then 
makes a series of sharp maneuvers 
around three posts. 


It has no pilot and is controlled by re- 


mote control from the ground with a ra- 
dio that transmits signals to the aircraft. 


After finishing its qualifying race, it 


roars at speeds in excess of 100 miles an 
hour just 10 feet above the crowd. 


Then it zooms upward, rolling and 


looping, only to dive down, pull out and 
make a perfect three-point landing at the 
feet of its operator. 


"IT'S ALL PART of the 40th anual 


National Model Airplane Championships 
being held this week at the Glenview 
Naval Air Station, Glenview. The com- 
petition began Monday and will run 
through Sunday, from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
daily. 


Called "Nats," it is the biggest model 


airplane contest hi the nation and draws 
modelers from all 50 states, Canada, 
Mexico. South America and the Far 
East 


This is the 2lth year the Nats are being 


sponsored by the Navy. Competition will 
be in all major categories: indoor and 
outdoor: power and non-powered; free 
flight, control line and radio control. 


The competition is open to people of all 


ages, from eight to 80, although there are 
three age categories; Juniors, all ages 
up to 15; seniors, 15 through 18; and 
open, ages 19 and over. 


This year's contest is expected to draw 


1000 contestants, mostly from the United 
States, competing in 43 separate events. 


RADIO-CONTROL flying is the most 


exciting category run at Nats. Radio con- 
trol planes have approximately a five- 
foot wing span and fly at speeds from 50 
to more than 100 miles an hour. 


The plane is controlled 
from 
the 


ground by a hand held, miniaturized, 
transmitting station that sends out com- 
mand signals to the model, wich contains 
a receiver smaller than a pack of ciga- 
rettes. 


The model, wich costs about $450 and 


takes from seven weeks to several 
months to build, contains some control 
actuators that receive switching signals 
from the receiver to drive the proper 
control surface to the right position. Oth- 
er functions to which modelers put their 
receivers are the command of such units 
as retracting landing gear, steerable 
nose wheel, flaps and wheel brakes. 


RC competition consists of aerobatics, 


pylon racing and scale. 


Aerobatics, also known as pattern, is 


equivalent to figure skating. Pylon has 
miniature models of Goodyear planes 
racing each other around posts- Several 
are in the air at the same time and this 
event is a contest of pilot skill and fast 
judgment. 


Scale features miniature reproductions 


of full-size aircraft flying in the same 
manner as the originals.

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Hewlett Makes Plea 
Federal Aid Urged 
For Welfare System 


No matter what welfare reform is 


voted in Congress this year, the ultimate 
objective should 
be complete feder- 


atization of public assistance, Michael J. 
Hewlett, state auditor of public accounts, 
said last week. 


Hewlett was the featured speaker at a 


Business & Industry Day luncheon, spon- 
sored by the Lawrenceville Chamber of 
Commerce. 


He said the U. S. House of Representa- 


tives vote on June 22 to establish a uni- 
form national minimum support level for 
public aid families with children is a 
"step in the right direction" but doesn't 
go far enough. 


"We should keep trying in the next 


Congress, and the next and the next, un- 
til the federal government takes over 
complete responsibility for public aid," 
said Howlett. 


"Complete federalization would set 


free a half billion dollars in Illinois state 
government revenues for other uses. 


"THE PROGRAM just voted by the 


House may not be debated in the Senate 
for months. If it eventually becomes law, 
it will be a good beginning toward com- 
plete federalization. 


"It would guarantee a nationwide an- 


nual income of $2.400, paid by the federal 
governments, for dependent families of 
four. 


"It would mean little to Illinois public 


aid families, because we already help 
them with much more than $2,400. But it 
would shift some of the cost burden from 
the state to the federal government. 


'•The current Illinois standard for a 


needy family of four is about $3,200 a 
year, of which the federal government 
pays $l.44n and the state pays $1,760. 


"Under the new proposal, the federal 


government would pay $2,400 and the

state $800. 


"THE U.S. DEPARTMENT of Health, 


Education and Welfare estimates the fi- 
nancial burden for the State of Illinois 
would be lightened by $62 million 


"However, nobody can predict the Illi- 


nois state public aid bill will diminish. 
The case load is steadily rising, and will 
rise further. 


"Even the new House of Representa- 


tives plan would contribute to rising case 
loads. It will make people eligible for 
public aid who are not eligible now. 


"Under existing rules, a family in Illi- 


nois cannot obtain public assistance if 
the father is employed and living with 
his family. Under the new proposal, the 
family would qualify if the father wasn't 
making enough money to meet the min- 
mum support level." 


Howlett said any state money set free 


by increased federal help for public as- 
sistance would be needed badly for edu- 
cation. 


"Our educational system needs money, 


at both local and state levels," said 
Howlett. "At the local level it is the big- 
gest levy on the property tax payer." 


GOP Panel Keeping Eye 
On State Remap Plans 


The Illinois Republican State Central 


Committee has called on the State Reap- 
portionment Commission to "focus par- 
ticular attention and give all due and 
proper consideration to the enormous 
current population shifts throughout Illi- 
nois." 


William C. Ives of Hinsdale. vice chair- 


man of the Republican State Central 
Committee, stated that "the State Com- 
mittee has also '•ailed on the Commission 
to strive for a consensus in contructing 
districts that shall be truly compact, con- 
tiguous and substantially equal in popu- 
lation. 


"This communication to the Republi- 


can and Democrat members of the Reap- 
portionment Commission is in no way in- 
tended to be read as a partisan inter- 
ference with the process of legislative 
reapportionment." said Ives. 


"The Republican State Central Com- 


mittee is fully aware of the intent of the 
1970 Illinois Constitional Convention to 
keep the Reapportionment 
Commission 


free from outside partisan influence. We 
only want to voice the opinion that the 
Commission should strive for an equi- 
table reapportionment that meets the 
standards the courts have dictated. 


"Legislative redistricting is so vital to 


our government process that all citizens 
and organizations should have a keen in- 
terest in it." continued Ives. 


"We feel that a consensus agreement 


by the eight members of the Commission 
is vital. If the Commission fails to reach 
an agreement, the fate of reapportion- 
ment will be left up to chance, and that 
would effectively remove the voice of the 
public through the public members of the 
Reapportionment Commission from hav- 
ing a voice in this important decision,'1 


Ives concluded.

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Police Chiefs Hear About AIDS 


4It Isn't Only The Kids 
Who Play With Drugs'

"We're finding not just kids and facto- 


ry workers are into drugs today. A lot of 
draftsmen and junior executives are 
holding drug parties in their homes," 
said Hugh Kleckner 


K1 e c k n e r , president of Anti-Illicit 


Drugs In Schools, Inc. (AIDS), headquar- 
tered in Joliet, addressed police chiefs 
from throughout the state Tuesday on 
how they could more effectively combat 
the drug problem in their towns. 


The three-day meeting of the Illinois 


Association of Chiefs of Police Inc , was 
held at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel 
from Sunday through Tuesday. 


"We're still having plenty of problems 


with the kids, too. Last week in Joliet a 
17-year-old girl took a fatal overdose of 
drugs. She had escaped from the Geneva 
Girl's School and was living in a com- 
mune at the tune 


"We need rehabilitation programs, yes. 


But we need AIDS to get rid of the push- 
ers. 


"IT'S HARD TO find out what's going 


on in drug trafifc because it takes a lot 
of man hours. But we must know this 
before we can even dent the problem. 


Through formation of AIDS chapters in 


your communities, you can get right to 
the heart of the drug problem and reduce 
police man hours. 


"We are working with the state police 


and the state's attorney offices to give 
our informers a better deal so we can 
make bigger arrests. And this puts the 
pushers on the alert. They're more 
afraid to sell and people are more afraid 
to buy. This reduces the drug traffic and 
is good," said Kleckner. 


In Will County, $500 is offered for con- 


viction of a drug pusher; in LaSalle and 
Grundy counties, $300; and in Putnam 
County, $200. 


Purpose of AIDS, which was formed in 


January, is to combat illegal drug traffic 
in schools; obtain and distribute drug in- 
formation; provide public education on 
drugs; offer rewards for giving informa- 
tion leading to convictions of pushers; 
and cooperate with state agencies in ap- 
prehending drug users and pushers. 


The police chiefs meeting was a semi- 


annual criminal justice training pro- 
gram, sponsored by the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission.

Can I go into the social security office 
and get a duplicate right away9 


A If you have the lower portion of 


your social security card, you can If you 
do not have this part of your card but 
you know your social security number, it 
will take three to four days to get the 
number verified and a duplicate card is- 
sued. If you do not know your number, it 
takes approximately 10 days to secure 
your number and send you a duplicate 
card 


Q. If I lose my social security card and 


don't know my social security number 
why can't I just get a new social security 
number9 


A. Social security payments for per- 


sons who are disabled, retired, on Medi- 
care or survivors of a person who died 
are determined by the amount of wages 


or self employment income shown on 
their social security account. Therefore, 
it is important that persons have only 
one social security number which en- 
ables social security to credit all of the 
wages and self employment income to 
one account. This will insure them that 
all payments due will be paid in the cor- 
rect amount. Otherwise, you or your 
family may lose. 


Q. Is there a minimum or maximum 


age that keeps one from securing a so- 
cial security card? 


A No. If there is a need for a social 


security card a person can get one re- 
gardless of his age We do urge that very 
young people, however, be sure to keep 
the card with other valuable family pa- 
pers so that when the card is needed for 
a driver's license or when looking for the 
first job it is available

Croup Visited Capital 
Transit District May Get 
Federal, State Funding 


"Highly favorable and supportive" was 


Donald Buckner's description of the re- 
action to the Northwest Suburban Mass 
Transit District's recently submitted pre- 
liminary application for federal and state 
funds. 


Buchner, chairman of the district, 


said. "Our goals and our approach are 
being received with great interest, and I 
see a climate of opinion which may very 
well lead to substantial improvement in 
commuter service in this area," 


Buckner headed a three-man delega- 


tion from the districts which met in 
Washington July 22 with Illinois congres- 
sional leaders and officials of the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administration. The 
group sought to gauge reaction to the ap- 
plication and to seek early action for ap- 
proval of the capital grant. 


THE APPLICATION, which calls for 


commuter railroad capital improvements 
totaling almost $14 million, was filed 
July 16 with the Urban Mass Trans- 
portation Administration. U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation and the state Of- 
fice of Mass Transportation. 


Buckner and two District trustees, 


Herbert Hansen of Elgin and Watson B. 
Tucker of Itasca. met with the acting ad- 
ministrator and other officers of the Ur- 
ban Mass Transportation Administration, 
who stated the documents were techni- 
cally above criticism. 


The federal officials explained there 


would now be a 90-day circulation period 
among the federal agencies, followed by 
a conference on the preparation of a fi- 
nal application. 


In other meetings, Rep. Harold Collier 


told the delegation he would attend the 
next meeting of the District on Aug. 11, 
and that he would join Rep. Robert 
McCloty and Rep. John Erlenborn in 
written endorsement of the application. 


U. S. Senator Charles Percy told the 


group the need for mass transit improve- 
ments continues to grow. Added support 
was voiced by Sen. Adlai Stevenson III, 
according to the district.

4'Angry9 Discovers White America

LORTON. Va. (NEA-The stocky man 


is wearing prison denims, prison haircut 
and prison frown. He is sitting behind a 
table in the superintendent's office of the 
Washington. D C . Reformatory He is 25 
A Vietnam veteran 


Call him Angry. 
Angry is rubbing his finger over the 


wax on the table, not pleasantly, not 
comfortable, remembering how it was, 
and is. with him — an ink blot in a white 
world 


"Lemme tell you what I am. First of 


all. I'm black. Second, I'm young. Now 
these two things alone are enough to do 
me in in this nation But I have to be a 
Vietnam veteran also Now, does that 
help explain why it is I'm in jail?" 


Not really 
Not necessarily. Being 


black, young and out of Vietnam does not 
normally add up to jail in America. But 
Angry is his own mathematician and, al- 
though his figuring may be somewhat 
faulty, he seems solidly zeroed in on the 
problem. 


BLUNTLY PUT. Angry is the kind of 


fellow who, out of prison, might slug 
somebody over the head or plant a revo- 
lutionary bomb in a federal building. He 
wasn't always this way. He says he was 
made this way "By white people always 
fussing at me. always putting me down 
like that " And though, screaming as he 
does, he should not make a lot of sense, 
he actually, shomehow, makes a lot of 
sense. 


Angry enlisted in the Army, as so 


many blacks do, for one purpose: to es- 
cape his humdrum. He felt the Army 
was an opportunity Like his father and 
his brothers before him He realized the 
Army was not ideal, but it was as color- 
blind as institutions go in America and it 
was "considerable better than welfare " 


He soon, he says, learned his "error " 


It happened the first time one of his com- 
manding officers called him "Nigra " Or 
maybe when he discovered in Vietnam 
he was welcome to fight with the whites, 
but not to drink beer with them. He re- 
members nothing really overt, just a 
subtle, 
inescapable 
class 
structuring 


which in time warped Angry's opinion of 
white authority, white companionship 
and white white 


"You know, what white America has 


got to understand is that they done pim- 
ped everything that walks on two legs. 
They done pimped (abused and profited 
from) the Indian They done pimped the 
Mexican-American And they done pim- 
ped the black rr.ost of all. I never knew 
thi* till I was. in the Army I found out 
there about white America Whites run 
the military blacks do the work, whites 
start the wars, blacks do the fighting: 


THE 


SOLDIER 
COMES 
HOME 


whites screw things up, blacks get the 
blame." 


ANGRY got the blame, he says, from 


the moment he returned from Southeast 
Asia. He says he served well there, was 
in no trouble, even went to Officer Candi- 
date School and became a lieutenant. 
But, he asks, what did he get for the 
trouble? 


"I got kicked in the ass, that's what. 


When I left this country, my home was 
dirty (the black society was neglected). 
When I came back, my house was more 
dirty than ever. Nobody greeted me like 
a hero They greeted me like a black 
bum They looked at me like I had blood 
on my hands. I couldn't get a job, I 
couldn't find a decent home, I went to 
the V A , but they didn't help. Every-

brothers who fought for the country. 
O.K., we did crime. But what about the 
crime against us? What about the crime 
of not giving a damn about the black 
brother who goes out and fights for the 
country?

Did you see how 
many blacks were in that picture? There 
was one black man. And you know what 
he did? He was General Patton's flunky, 
his orderly. And all he did the whole pic- 
ture was open and close the door. That's 
it for all of us, man. We just open the 
door for the Man. The only way we can 
change is to, well, you know what I 
mean." 


Indeed, his meaning is clear. Black 


men are returning from service at the 
rate of 80,000 a year. They have served 
the nation well. They want now a chance 
at the good life they've earned. They 
want jobs, housing and a measure of re- 
spect. Above all, they want the Pattons 
to open their own doors from now on.

where I turned, it was the same thing. 
How in hell much of that can you expect 
a grown man to take?" 


Angry, for one, couldn't take much of 


it. He broke loose from normality. And, 
if he can't be excused for it, his decision 
should at least be understood. Unques- 
tionably, many black veterans today are 
facing harsh civilian lives. Fifteen per 
cent are out of work. In some major 
cities, as many as one in five are unable 
to find adequate housing. Increasing 
numbers of them are being forced on 
welfare. And a shocking lot of the em- 
bittered men are turning to crime to get 
what they want 


In Angry's case, he did nothing big or 


really bad He wrote a worthless check 
for $40, was sentenced and served some 
time in Michigan After release, he left 
the state without permission and is back 
behind bars for parole violation. 


SO HE SITS now, rubbing the superin- 


tendent's table, seething 


"You walk through this reformatory 


and look around. Ninety-five per cent of 
everybody here is black. Ninety-five per 
cent And a hell of a lot of them are 
Vietnam veterans. That means a lot of

Payment on pledges not yet re- 


ceived, as well as last-minute do- 
nations from readers and civic or- 
ganizations, have raised hopes that 
the fund may exceed its minimum 
goal. 


A private foundation indicated it 


'would make a "matching grant" if 
-the communities raised $7.500 or 
one-half the current deficit. Center 
officials yesterday indicated they 
would encourage the foundation to 
match whatever total is donated to 
the fund. 
If contributions total 


$8,500, for example, a "matching 
grant" of $8,500 would be sought — 
giving the Center $1,000 more than 
its deficit. 


Exceeding its goal will ensure 


' the Center not only meeting its 
' immediate financial crisis but also 
provide it with the means to begin 
expanding its service to meet the 
growing demand of area families. 


The need is great. Already the 


demand for service is exceeding 
capacity of the professional staff to 
meet it. 


The Center is the only family 


service agency available to trou- 
bled families and individuals in the 
Northwest area. During the 77 
months since it began operation in 
March 1965, the Center has coun- 
seled more than 4,000 families — 
offering help and guidance when 
they had nowhere else to turn. 


More than 550 families have been 


served this year alone, an increase 
of one-third in caseload over the 
same period last year and more 
than twice as many cases as were 
handled during all of 
1965. 


At the present rate, the Center 


will serve more than 1,000 area 
families in 1971 — an all-time high. 


This increased demand for help 


will continue to tax Center re- 
sources and make even more im- 
perative early implementation of 
expansion plans. For example, the 
Center's plans to extend branch fa- 
cilities to Schaumburg Township 
and Arlington Heights-Mount Pros- 
pect have been delayed because of 
inadequate finances. Branch ser- 
vice in Palatine Township pre- 
sently is limited to only one eve- 
ning a week. 


Additional support at this time 


will not only save the Center's pre- 
sent operations but also strengthen 
its capacity to meet these future 
demands for this most-needed fam- 
ily service.

No Escaping Civilization 


Imagine you're camping up in northern 


Michigan. 


You come with your family to get 


away from it all. The job, the home, the 
neighbors, the sounds and smells of the 
city, the telephone and all the other little 
pressures you tolerate 50 weeks a year. 


You want to rough it. 
So you pitch a tent and set up a lean-to 


for the kids. You haul your own bathing 
water, chop your own wood, and cook 
your own food over a campfire. 


When the sun goes down, you drink a 


last cup of coffee and douse the fire. You 
slip into a bedroll on the ground and go 
to sleep, because you are tired. It's been 
a good day and you are at peace. 


But the family next to you ... 
Well, you can't quite figure them out. 
They came in a $20,000 camper-trailer 


equipped with everything you're doing 
without: beds and mattresses, a kitchen 
table, a screened in patio, two gas 
stoves, electric frying pans, bug lights 
and so on. 


They set up camp so close to you, you 


can hear every word they say. 


When you sack out, they are still up. A 


woman has her head under a hairdryer 
while her husband sits back watching the 
Late Show on a portable color TV, his 
feet propped up on a stump. They babble 
and laugh on into the night. Near mid- 
night one of their teenage sons revs up 
his motorcycle, rap-ah-pow-pow-pow, and 
tools into the nearest town, about 10 
miles away, to find some action. At 2 
a.m. 
he returns, disturbing your sleep. 


Maybe 10 years ago a fellow could find 


seclusion and peace of mind in a state 
campground near Chicago, but it isn't 
likely today. 


Unless you do it in January or trek off 


to the wilderness of Ontario. 


The trouble is, everybody's doing it 


and there just isn't enough room in many 
of our campgrounds to feel really free . . 
away from it all. The grounds are being 
overrun. 


Many of these campgrounds have hun- 


dreds of fine sites in heavily wooded 
areas mapped out, but they are so close 


together you can spit on your neighbor's 
campfire. 


And you no longer have the freedom 


to select a site. You are assigned one. 
You must also pay a fee and register 
your car with the ranger station there, so 
you can be reached in case of an emer- 
gency. However, sometimes a message 
is left for you to call the home office. 


There's no escaping civilization, even- 


in the woods. And what's more, you 
have to stop early in the day, if you are 
traveling, to be sure you get a camp site. 
Campgrounds fill up fast, especially on 
weekends and holidays. If you drive until 
dinnertime, you may not get a place to 
stay. 


Some of these sites are in poor loca- 


tions, like in the middle of a field under 
a hot sun. And when you wake up in the 
morning, your tent is warm and you feel 
groggy, 
almost 
as 
if you've been 


drugged. 


Camping today is big business. People 


from every walk of life are participating 
and doing it more elaborately than ever 
before. It has changed from what it once 
was. 
Each year fewer and fewer families 


are really "roughing it," although they 
still might think they are. 


Today you'll find campgrounds with 


hot and cold running water, showers, 
flush toilets, water fountains, electricity, 
firewood stacked in neat bundles and 
selling for 50 cents apiece, pizza parlors, 
concession stands, cement fire holes and 
picnic tables. 


Gone are the days when a family had 


to haul their own creek water, use a pit 
toilet and keep warm by campfire, burn- 
ing wood they chopped themselves. 


If it were, there would be a lot more 


room in our state campgrounds because 
not so many people would find camping 
attractive. 


Get away from it all? you might as 


well pitch camp in your own backyard. 
Space is at a premium in our camp- 
grounds too. 


And sometimes the things you wish to 


escape come right with you. If you don't 
bring them, your neighbor will. 


S t o v e s , TV, motorcycles, motor 


boats, and you name it. The shrill cry of 


and I'll wave back because I'll know that 
You Remember." 


You are to be commended for that 


splendid piece of writing. I wish every 
young person could read and heed it. I 
cut it from the paper and mailed it to a 
young friend in Chicago, but I need two 
more, one for a school teacher who 
would like to use it for her pupils.

Plan Attack On 'Cashless Society9

NEW YORK (UPI) - Salami slicers 


and bulldozers would seem totally dis- 
connected with an airline's year end 
profit and loss statement. But that's not 
true at United Air Lines. Its Contract 
Services Division, expected to produce 
revenues of $28 million this year, are in- 
volved in such areas. 


More and more airlines are venturing 


far from pure passenger carrying ser- 
vice in a continuing quest to churn more 
dollars from their equipment and know- 
how. It is especially important in these 
days of sagging passenger revenue and 
fierce competition. 


During a recent visit to United's 


maintenance base in San Francisco, the 
manufacturer of salami slicers learned 
that the UAL turbine shop — normally 
busy overhauling and repairing engine 
components — had developed a way to 
apply tungsten carbide to other metals. 
It created an extremely hard surface, 
one allowing blades to be honed to a 
keener edge. The manufacturere had 
United coat a single blade which, so far, 
has lasted six times longer than an un- 
coated blade. United is dickering with 
the manufacturer to coat all his salami 
sheer blades. 


AMONG OTHER unusual services 


United offers is the reconditioning of 
worn crankshafts on bulldozers and other 
heavy equipment The worn shafts are 
hard chrome-plated, then remachined to 
correct tolerances. 


United also recoats steam rotor blade 


lock grooves for submarines and chrome- 
plates 
the four-tube metal change- 


makers you see hanging from belts. 


UAL currently holds 109 contracts with 


56 customers to provide maintenance, pi- 
lot training, aircraft leasing, passenger 


and freight handling, data processing 
and consultation. Customers include oth- 
er airlines, private firms, the military 
and the federal government, principally 
the Federal Aviation Administration. 


Sky Chef, a subsidiary of American Air 


Lines, deals in hotels, catering 33 air- 
lines, gift shops and restaurants at the 
American service complex near Fort 
Worth. It also has a charm and beauty 
school called "Beauty Takeoff" which 
specializes in teaching American women 
how to walk, dress, apply cosmetics and 
other things that will impart beauty and 
poise. Instructors from American's stew- 
ardess college teach these techniques at 
tfie Inn of the Six Flags. Also around 
Fort Worth, American trains pilots for 15 
airlines at its "Flight Academy." 


BRANIFF'S "THIRD party service" 


also is substantial. It prepares food for 
13 other airlines, particularly in South 
America, and sells meteorological, ramp 
maintenance and communications ser- 
vices in the Dallas areas. Braniff also 
trains pilots, stewardesses, reservation- 
ists and ticket counter help. It manufac- 
tures stewardess uniforms for itself and 
other lines and provides computer reser- 
vation service for Hawaiian Air Lines 
and Texas International Air Lines. 


United expects to negotiate $47 million 


in new service agreements this year, in- 
creasing that revenue 47 per cent from 
1970, according to Richard A. Young, di- 
rector of its Contract Services Division. 


The largest single revenue producer is 


heavy maintenance of aircraft for other 
carriers. UAL took in $13.25 million last 
year. Pilot instruction at Denver grossed 
$2.5 million. 


Forty-six airlines, including 18 foreign 


carriers, have contracts with UAL. Ali- 
talia recently signed one for ground ser- 
vices at Boston, Detroit, Philadelphia 
and Washington.

An attack on the cashless society will 


be launched Aug. 9 in the Northwest sub- 
urbs by two young executives of Cash- 
way, a division of EUCA International. 


Jerry Jewell, president, and Bill Kun- 


kelman, executive vice president of the 
firm, said a new Cashway card will be 
offered through the First Arlington Na- 
tional Bank. Card-carrying, castvpaying 
participants in the plan are entitled to at 
least a 10 per cent discount at 100 or 


more area stores. 


The merchants of these participating 


firms have agreed to grant a 10 per cent 
discount to Cashway members actually 
paying in cash. The minimum purchase 
to obtain the discount is $5. 


"The customer pays $20 for the card 


with the expectation that he'll use it on a 
continuing basis," said Jewell. "People 
are going to go to the store where they 
can pay cash and save." Yearly renewal 
Cashway cards will cost $10, cards for 


Universal Oil Products Co. 
Gets Columbian Contracts 


Universal Oil Products Company, Des 


Plaines, announced it has received two 
contracts totaling $4% million from the 
government-owned Colombian petroleum 
company to engineer and design pro- 
cesses for two new petroleum refineries 
in that Latin American country. The con- 
tracts also include rights to operate cer- 
tain UOP-designed processes. 


E. W. Schnabel, Latin American mar- 


keting director for the Process Division 
of UOP, said the "grass roots" refineries 
— to be built from the ground up — in- 
clude the 40,000 barrel per stream day 
capacity Valle Refinery near Cali in the 
Colombian Andes, and the 75,000 BPSD 
capacity Tumaco Refinery to be located 
on the Southwestern coast at the ter- 
minus of the pipeline from the Putumayo 
oil fields. 


UOP said construction of the two refi- 


neries is expected to begin early in 1972, 


following bidding by contractors. 


Petroleum refining processes for the 


Valle Refinery will include crude oil and 
vacuum distillation units, a visbreaking 
unit, a Unifiner/Platformer unit, a fluid 
catalytic cracking (FCC) unit, and six 
Merox units. Tumaco Refinery processes 
will include a crude oil distillation unit, a 
s m a l l v a c u u m 
unit, a 
Unifin- 


ing/Platforming unit, a Shell Sulfolane 
extraction unit, two Merox units, and an 
Orthoxylene Fractionation unit. 


Petroleum products produced by the 


two refineries will include gasoline, aro- 
matics, kerosme, jet fuel, diesel oil, as- 
phalt, and heavy fuel oils. 


The UOP contracts were signed with 


the Empresa Colombiana De Petroleos, 
which is wholly owned by the Colombian 
government.

Heights, with a disposable income of

The consumer who plunks down cash 


doesn't always do so through choice, 
Jewell adds. "The cashless society isn't 
necessarily so," he said. "A lot of people 
can't get credit through the major bank 
card programs " 


Originally offering a discount program 


for convention-goers in Chicago and oth- 
er major cities, Jewell and Kunkelman 
developed a travel and entertainment 
card for those who wanted to pay cash. 
The parent company's initials signify its 
original name, Entertainment Unlimited 
Clubs of America, Inc. 


After trying unsuccessfully to market 


the entertainment cards through corpo- 
rations, Jewell said he and Kunkelman 
decided to do their own marketing. 


A YEAR AGO, they hit upon the idea 


of offering the discount concept to con- 
sumers for all types of merchandise 
through Cashway cards. 


Dan Duffy, a former officer at the 


First Arlington National Bank, suggested 
that the Cashway Cards be marketed 
through banks, a suggestion they follow- 


ed, Jewell said. They had not previously 
considered this method because many 
banks have interests in the major credit 
card plans. 


Everyone has to benefit from the Cash- 


way system if it is to be successful ac- 
cording to Kunkelman. He said Cashway 
will be extended throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area by the end of this year 
and later throughout the country. 


Aside from consumer savings,, there is 


a two-pronged appeal to the merchant, 
Kunkelman said. "It's cheaper for him to 
sell for cash than to sell on credit," he 
said "The primary reason is that it gives 
him the chance to promote new business 
— customers will go where there is a 
meaningful discount." 


The banker gets a commission from 


the sale of Cashway cards and gains a 
new link with local merchants, Kunkel- 
man said. 


Even the Cashway promoters will give 


credit to the use of credit, however. 
"There is a time and a place to use 
cash," said Jewell. 


"It has to be convenient There are 


times when using credit is easier." Trav- 
elers often prefer not to carry cash, Jew- 
ell said, but the plan could be modified 
for their use.

Q) More than a month ago I requested 


that tax be withheld on my pension, but 
I've noticed no change in the amount of 
my pension check. Doesn't my old firm 
have to start withholding immediately? 


A) The payer of your pension does not 


have to begin withholding until three 
months after you filed your Form 
W—4P, Annuitant's Request for Federal 
Income Tax Withholding.

your request to withhold tax. 


Q) I do • lot of traveling on my new 


job. What kind of records should I keep? 


A) Your records should show amounts, 


dates, destinations and business purpose. 
A diary or similar record, supported by 
items such as canceled checks and paid 
bills, is acceptable if entries are made 
when the cost* are incurred. For more 
information obtain a copy of IRS Publi- 
cation 463, Travel, Entertainment and 
Gift Expenses. It's available free from 
your local IRS office. 


Q) Can I still deduct my stock market 


logics dollar-for-dollar from my capital 
gains? 


A) Yes, these losses can still be used to 


offset capital gains. However, if you 
have a net long-term capital loss, each $1 
of the loss can be used to offset only 50c 
of ordinary income. A net short-term 
capital loss can still be used to reduce 
ordinary income on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis. Net capital loss deductions are 
generally limited to $1,000. 


Q) I saw a notice on the bulletin board 


at work that some people may not have 
enough tax withheld this year. How do I 
find out If I'm one of them? 


A) Estimate your 1971 tax liability and 


the amount of tax that will be withheld 
based on your current withholding. This 
can be done from tables the IRS has giv- 
en your employer. If you should find 
more withholding is needed, you should 
claim fewer exemptions and, if neces- 
sary, have additional dollar amounts 
withheld. You can do this by filing a new 
exemption certificate (Form W—4) with 
your employer. 


Q) I» It true that 1 can claim • credit 


on the tax I pay on the gas and oil I use 
for my boat? 


A) Yes. When you file your return next 


year, you may claim a credit of 2c per 
gallon for gasoline and a credit of 6c per 
gallon for lubricating oil. Be sure to keep 
adequate records to substantiate your 
credits. When you file your return use 
Form 4136 to claim the credit. IRS Publi- 
cation 378, Federal Gas Tax Credit or 
Refund for Non-highway and Transit 
Users, may be helpful. Send a postcard 
to your local IRS office to obtain a copy.

Why Not Lady Astronauts? 


Women's Lib Goes Into Orbit 


by LEE MUELLER 


CALGARY. Alberta, Canada — (NBA) 


— Women's rights advocates have been 
agitating recently for the creation of that 
marvelous, long-awaited American hero, 
the Lady Astronaut. This is the same 
group, of course, that has been arguing 
that the face in the moon's surface be- 
longs to a women. They ask "Sure, the 
U S space program has proven men can 
survive on the moon, but how about Ger- 
maine Greer9" 


No doubt, there are women among us 


who probably deserve to be sent to the 
moon. But officials at NASA contend 
that, among other things, no American 
female has the proper background, pro- 
per experience or proper physique for 
piloting moon missiles. 


To be sure, there are thousands of 


women pilots around, but most male pi- 
lots win tell you they fly contraptions ob- 
solete since Eddie Rickenbacker was a 
kid. 


"YOU SORT OF expect the plane's 


desinatlon to be readable on a crankable 
sign above the windshield," said an air- 
lines pilot here. "Most women pilots 
think being an astronaut is as simple as 
riding a skyrocket. They think an astro- 
naut climbs in, buckles his seat belt, 
points the nose at the moon and lights 
the fuse. It ain't like that, girls." 


Such admonitions are 
unnecessary, 


however. There are 45 men in NASA's 
astronaut stable and no plans for addi- 
tions. Besides, the Apollo program has 
only two more flights before the space 
center turns its attention in 1973 toward 
establishing "Skylab," an orbital work- 
shop. After that, the next venture will be 


"Space Shuttle" in 1978 — a kind of air- 
plane transport between Skylab and 
earth. 


"The personnel riding back and forth 


on the shuttle will be scientists," offered 
an NASA spokesman "Some of them 
might be women who have qualified as 
scientists" (Or maybe, do you think, 
stewardesses?) 


AT ANY RATE, there appears little 


hope for a "manned" flight program 
which will include ladies — not for a 
while, anyway. NASA can spout the rea- 
sons1 


—Apollo spaceships are not designed to 


allow for the biological differences be- 
tween men and women. 


—There is no room aboard spacecraft 


for the "modicum of privacy" required 
by women, whatever that is. 


—"At the present time," said the 


spokesman, "piloting skill is a chief con- 
sideration . . . as long as primary re- 
quirements include being a graduate of a 
test pilot school and having 2,000 hours of 
jet flying time, it will be difficult for 
women to qualify as astronauts." 


Some women are working on it. 
FEMALE JET PILOTS Gerrie Cobb 


and 
Jacqueline 
Cochran have long 


preached for distaff spacemen. Several 
women reportedly applied as nonpiloting 
scientist-astronauts but were screened 
out. 


Other women are just fed up with it. 
"I think it's about time they started 


involving women in the space program," 
said Mrs. Cleo Sherbow of Baltimore. "I 
don't see why they haven't started 
grooming some women astronauts. Sure- 
ly, there must be some girls in the 20-30

Sun, Cooking 
Discolor Walls 


Experts at the American Gas Associ- 


ation report that sunlight is one of the 
biggest reasons for discolored or dingy 
walls. When exposed to direct sunlight 
over a long period of time, wall areas 
may fade, and adjacent areas, which 
haven't been exposed to as much light, 
will seem darker and discolored. 


Some fabrics may fade or turn yellow 


because of sunlight. Sometimes chem- 
icals — such as oven cleaners and moth- 
balls — may react with paint to cause 
discoloration. Paint, as it ages, may 
change color unevenly, according to 
AC A. 


In kitchens, discoloration Is a special 


problem not because of the cooking fuel 
but because of the cooking process, the 
Association reports, since water and 
grease vapors given off by food and 
cooking oils and fats may fade the ap- 
pearance of walls. To prevent dis- 
coloration. AG.A. suggests that house- 
wives cook with gentle simmering and 
use a minimum amount of water and low 
flame. Also, a ventilation hood over a 
kitchen range may help prevent dis- 
coJoratioo.

Tip to Brides: Before you start to heat 


the oven (and this is an important part 
of baking and cooking, too) be sure the 
racks are where you want them.

The 
whole field of medicine is too large for 
one person to "know it all." That is why 
we have specialists, and they should be 
used when a problem indicates it. 


Hormones are two-edged swords. They 


can and do provide a lot of benefit in the 
right case and yours was apparently one 
of them. Other women sail through the 
menopause and hardly know they have 
had it. Still others have complications 
from female hormone therapy. What is 
medicine foi one is poison for another, so 
we don't have too many ironclad rules 
on treating patients, except one: Each 
case is different and needs individual 
attention.

An intensive campaign was launched 


this week by the Chicago regional office 
of the Veterans Administration urging 
employers to participate in a veteran on- 
the-job training program. 


John B. Naser, director of the VA of- 


fice, said additional funds had been re- 
ceived from Washington to provide extra 
positions for staffing in the all-out effort. 
In addition, the VA director has been no- 
tified funds are available through the 
state approval of an employer who is in- 
terested in the program. 


The program was announced in Wash- 


ington this week by the administrator of 
veterans affairs, Donald E. Johnson. 


NASER SAID the regional office would 


expand its activities to reach as many 
employers — both large and small — 
throughout Illinois in the endeavor to in- 
terest them in the program. 


Under the VA set up, veterans receive 


an amount from the VA each month with 
a reduction in the amount occurring each 
six months. The employer increases his 
payment to the veteran each six months. 
At the end of the two-year program the 
veteran reaches journeyman wages from 
the employer alone. 


"We will focus our attention on the 


small employer — those with 50 or less 
employes," Naser said. "However, we 
will welcome both large and small em- 
ployers in the program." 


"With large number of veterans re- 


turning from Vietnam service, plus an 
unstable economic situation in many 
areas of the nation, many veterans are 
having difficulty in finding employ- 


ment," Naser said. 


Naser pointed out many veterans are 


not qualified for many of the job open- 
ings because of a lack of technical 
knowledge. With the assistance of the VA 
benefits, smaller employers will be able 
to train needed personnel without the in- 
itial expense of a journeyman employe. 


"IT IS a two-way street," the VA di- 


rector said. "The veteran benefits from 
the training and prepares himself for a 
career in the field, but the employer is 
able to assure himself a Warned employe 
without bearing the full expense of the 
veteran's training." 


An appeal was made by the director to 


all veterans' organizations, 
mayors, 


chambers of commerce and civic groups 


urging their participation in the program 
to aid the returning Vietnam veteran. 


Naser asked any employer in the state 


who would be interested in cooperating 
in the program to provide an on-the-job 
training spot for a veteran in his firm to 
call or write the VA Regional Office, 
P.O. Box 8136, Chicago, 60680, or tele- 
phone 363-3900.

The response to a new occupancy 


agreement as a replacement for the for- 
mer standard lease has been encour- 
aging, according to Edward N. Kelley, 
Kassuba Development Corp. senior vice 
president and general manager. 


The 
company introduced the new 


agreement in June in its 40,000 Trace 
apartments in 23 states. Chicago area op- 
erations of the company Include 12.000 
apartment units in 17 Trace commu- 
nities. 


The Kassuba agreement reduced by 


about two-thirds the number of words in 
the standard lease prepared by the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board (CREB). In ad- 
dition to scrapping the long sentences 
which characterized the CREB standard 
lease, the Kassuba documents frees the 
tenant from such responsibilities as sub- 
lotting and abandonment. It eliminates 
the waivers and confession clauses, 


There has been increased interest in 


the 90-day cancellation clause in the new 
lease agreement from private developers 
a-: well as government housing agencies, 
Kelley said. Although the tenant signs 
the lease for a specific time period, he 
can move any time if he gives the owner 
90 days' notice. 


THE NEW AGREEEMENT includes a 


checklist for tenants to assess any 
charges against a security deposit. A pet 
agreement is also offered, enabling ten- 
ants to have pets in their apartments 
with certain restrictions. 


"We ran into a little trouble at first 


v, ith the mortgage lenders," Kelley said. 
'They were afraid that everyone would 
move in and out in a hurry but we don't 
see vacancy rates down much." 


Martin Carroll, manager at the Kas- 


suba's Hermitage Trace apartment com- 
plex m Hoffman Estates, said tenants 
like the 90 day cancellation clause "be- 
cause they're not stuck in the area if 


things don't work out in their jobs." 
There are many reasons for an early 
cancellation of a lease, he said. These 
include losing a job, being transferred, 
getting a divorce or entering military 
service. 


Most Chicago areas developers are not 


adopting the new occupancy agreement 
featuring the 90 day cancellation clause 
according to William D. Sally of Arling- 
ton Heights, vice president and general 
manager of the property management di- 
vision of Baird & Warner, Inc. The firm 
manages approximately 15,000 apart- 
ment units in the Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


"A committee of the CREB is review- 


ing the standard lease," said Sally. "The 
only recent major changes have been in 
the format, making it easier to read. 


"The standard lease has an advantage, 


because the landlord and the tenant 
know where they stand for the next 12 
months," he said. "There is even some 
talk in the industry of going to a five 
year lease in some luxury apartments," 
he said. "People in these apartments 
make an expensive investment in their 
furnishings, so they would like to know 
what to anticipate in rental increases." 


Sally said the oldest and best way to 


keep tenants satisfied is to keep the 
property in good repair and to be recep- 
tive to tenants. He noted that tenants will 
have to pay for the additional expense of 
the amenities for services they demand, 
such as security systems. 


Edward Zale, president of the Apart- 


ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
said he is not sure that the new lease 
featuring a 90-day cancellation clause is 
as good for the resident, or tenant, as it 
is good for management. He said, "If the 
management has the option to raise the 
rent every 90 days, it's not so special." 


A clause offering the tenant the chance 


to give 60 days' notice if he is trans-

ferred is standard in suburban leases ac- 
cording to Zale. This includes the forfeit- 
ure of one month's rent. 


"There is already a 30 to 35 per cent 


turnover per year In the suburbs," said 
Zale. "The only thing you can do to keep 
residents is to give good service." 


The apartment market in the suburbs 


is very competitive, Zale said. "There is 
a good supply, especially of two bedroom 
apartments." The next step will probably 
be more studio apartments," he said. 


Kelley and Sally also noted the apart- 


ment mix swinging toward a higher per- 
centage of studio apartments. "We see a 
definite demand for the convertible stu- 
dio apartment and the one bedroom unit 
at lower cost," said Sally. "This is pri- 
marily due to changes in family com- 
position. There is a trend toward smaller 
families, and the younger couples are 
spending a larger share of their income 
on recreation than on housing."

Chicago aiTii housing permits issued 


during the first six months of 1971 have 
increased H8 pt-r cent over the same peri- 
od in WO If the present trend continues 
for the last six months of 1!>71, permits 
for housing units in the Chicago metro- 
politan area will exceed any year in the 
entire post war period, according to Ro- 
land J Barstow. president of Bell Feder- 
al Savings and Loan Association. 


His analysis is based on the volume of 


single family and apartment unit permits 
recorded in the first six months of 1971 
by the Bell Federal Survey of New Build- 
ing, and a projection at the same season- 
ally adjusted rate for the balance of 1971. 


At the end of June, the Bell Survey 


recorded permits for 27.2B5 single and 
multiple units Significant increases were 
registered in single family homes and 
apartment 
units 
Single-family homes 


jumped from 5.548 in the first six months 
of last year to 11.357 for the same six 
month period in 1971. Apartment units 
lumped to 15,928 from the 10.8BO recorded 
for the first six months of last year. 


The entire Chicago metropolitan area 


issued permits for 2.536 single family 
home permits during the month of June, 
more than double the number reported 
last year. Home permits rose sharply in 
suburban areas from 755 last year to 
2.075 The City of Chicago showed a 
slight decrease in single family home 
p e r m i t s and unincorporated areas 
showed a gain 


Leaders in home bulling for the year 


including the June totals are as follows: 
Bohngbrook. 625 permits: Schaumburg, 
519. Hoffman Estates. 425; Tmley Park,

The six county area had a record high 


number of apartment permits issued in 
.lime, according to the report Permit to-

Apartment construction rose in

"The projected total by the end of 1971 


shcm< approximately 24.000 single family 
homes and 35.000 apartments in the six 
county area covered by the survey." said 
Barstow "This 59,000 total would be an 
increase of 55 per cent over the 38,202 
reported in 1970 


"If single family permits reach the 


projected total of 24,000 new starts for 
1971. this would be an increase of 65 per 
cent over the 14.470 registered in 1970 in 
the six county area 
If the apartment 


projection materializes, apartment units 
would climb to :i5,0<)0 by the end of this 


year, up approximately 45 per cent from 
the 23,732 permits of 1970. 


A combination of factors has brought 


about this upswing in housing," contin- 
ued Barstow, "Very little mortgage mon- 
ey was available in 1970. However, since 
the first of this year, savings and loan 
associations 
have been 
flooded with 


funds due to the sudden drop in other 
short term investments. Bell Federal ex- 
perienced a net savings gain in excess of 
$72 million in the first six months of this 
year. With the volume of funds availabe, 
financial institutions have been able to 
stimulate the housing market. 


"Another factor especially 
for the 


apartment optimism, is the trend by pri- 
vate 
developers 
toward government 


sponsored programs," Barstow said. "In 
these programs the Federal Housing Ad-

Just as quickly as the interest picture 
clears up to invigorate the housing mar- 
ket — as it surely must — we expect a 
strong second half to topple our 1970 pro- 
duction record," Cleland said. 


Ironically, the big sparkplug in last 


year's performance — FHA — insured 
mortgages — was the weakest factor in 
the first six months, Cleland said. The 
firm arranged $22,282,000 in Federal 
Housing Administration insured multi- 
family housing projects, a decrease of 19 
per cent from the $26,715,400 from the 
year-ago period. 


"The FHA market has virtually ground 


to a screeching halt," Cleland said. "The 
statutary interest rate ceiling of 7 per 
cent is simply too far from the prevailing 
market rates to attract support. There 
are a great many pending mortgage 
transactions in the pipeline but they'll re- 
main dormant until the gap is reduced to 
attract investment. The FHA situation 
must turn around soon to create urgently 
needed housing because without an ac- 
tive FHA market we won't have very 
much housing:"

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Plus, Minus Signs Are 
On Economic Report Card 


Spurred by an unprecedented second- 


half surge in deposits, the assets and 
savings held by the nation's savings and 
loan associations rose by record amounts 
last year 


The 18th edition of the Savings and 


Loan Fact Book reported that the assets 
of the business totaled 9176.6 billion at 
year-end, a record annual increase of 
$14 3 billion and up sharply from the $9 4 
billion increases recorded in both 1968 
and 1969 


The 144-page volume, a publication of 


the United States Savings and Loan 
League, also noted that despite a slow 
first half. 1970 savings deposits climbed 
by $112 billion Up sharply from 1969's 
$4 2 billion and slightly higher than 1963's 
previous record increase of $111 billion, 
this brought the year-end total of savings 
held by associations to $146 6 billion 


The League's Fact Book is an annual 


reference source on savings, home own- 
ership, residential construction and fi- 
nancing It termed 1970 a year in which 
the economic report card "ended with 
many of the plus and minus signs ap- 
pearing before the wrong economic in- 
dices " 


"The major disappointment of the year 


was that the programs of restraint had 
little dampening effect on inflation while 
pushing the nation dangerously close to a 
full recession," the report said 


The second-half deposit growth at asso- 


ciations was part of a general trend that 
saw American households place 53 9 per 
cent of their financial assets in savings 
accounts last year, compared »ith 25 7 
per cent in 1969 


"RISING UNEMPLOYMENT and the 


uncertainty of the economy stimulated a 
precautionary mood in American individ- 
uals and families.' the Fact Book said 
"They cut their rate of spending and in- 
creased their savings ' 


The book attributed 1970's second-half 


savings gains to a declining stock mar- 
ket, a monetary easing and climbing 
yields on savings deposits 


While interest ceilings on deposits at 


associations remained unchanged during 
1970 the effective cost to associations 
went up This was due to more frequent 
compounding of interest and to shifts of 
f u n d s 
f r o m 
lower-yielding pass- 


book accounts to higher-yieldoing certifi- 
cates of deposit 


"Over the course of 1970, passbook 


savings at insured associations con- 
tracted from $90 billion to $84 1 billion, a 
decline of $5 9 billion, or 6 5 per cent," 
the league reported. "Certificates, in 
contrast, rose from $41 billion to $576 
billion, an increase of $16 6 billion, or 40 
per cent ' 


To allow for these factors, the League 


has developed a weighted interest rate 


aimed at measuring the total annual re- 
turn being paid to depositors at the na- 
tion's savings associations at any given 
time 


The Fact Book said that in 1970, the 


League's weighted rate moved from 5 
per cent in January to 51 per cent in 
June and on up to 5 33 per cent by year- 
end It added that as yet no comparable 
figures are available for commercial 
banks or mutual savings banks. 


The League's publication also reported 


that at the end of 1970, passbooks ac- 
counted for 59 4 per cent and certificates 
40 6 per cent of the total deposits of in- 
sured associations In contrast, when 
certificate regulations were liberalized in 
1966, passbooks accounted for 883 per 
cent and certificates only 117 per cent of 
total deposits 


Also, interest paid to depositors at as- 


sociations in 1970 totaled a record $72 
billion, sharply more than 1969's $6 45 bil 
lion The number of savings accounts at 
associations rose in 1970 to 48,190,000 
from 46,745,000, and the average size of 
account rose to $3)045 from $2,902. In 
1960, the average account was only 
$2.110 


Coughlm Promoted 
By Stewart-Warner 


Associations continued to grow in popu- 


larity as a place for household savings. 
In 1950 there were only 245 accounts at 
associations per 1,000 households, out in 
1970 this rose to a new high of 766, up 
from 756 in the previous year. 


Associations accounted for 32.6 per 


cent of all over-the-counter savings last 
year and now hold 18 6 per cent of the 
American people's $785 2 billion in liquid 
assets 


At the end of 1970, the average associ- 


ation had assets of $30 8 million, up from 
$27 8 million in 1969. Some 1,675 associ- 
ations, 29 2 per cent of the total, had as- 
sets of less than $5 million, but 327 re- 
ported assets of $100 million or more 


The six leading states in terms of sav- 


ings and loan assets accounted for 505 
per cent of the total for all associations 
California led with 18 5 per cent, followed 
by Illinois, 81 per cent, Ohio, 76 per 
cent, New York, 63 per cent; Florida, 
5 3 per cent, and Pennsylvania, 4 6 per 
cent.

A record gain for June savings depos- 


its was set last month by the nation's 
savings and loan associations, but (tow 
figures indicate a slackening of the ex- 
buberant deposit growth characteristic of 
earlier this year, according to the United 
States Savings and Loan League. 


Deposits at savings associations rose 


by $3 2 billion last month, according to a 
sample group of 596 institutions reporting 
to the U. S. League. This group holds 32 
per cent of the total savings of the busi- 
ness. The increase of $3 2 billion topped 
the St B billion of a year ago by 75 per 
cent and climbed above the prior June 
record set in 1967 by 65 per cent. Though 
the S3 2 billion climb o* last month repre- 
sented an historic high for June, the in- 
crease trailed behind the $4.1 billion gain 
of last March 


June typically is a better month than 


March. The reversal of the peak reveals 
that the gains at associations arer eas- 
ing, although remaining at a relatively 
high level Additional evidence of the 
easing appears when dividends and inter- 
est credited to accounts are subtracted

from the gross inflow figure, and when 
the gains are expressed in terms of a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate. 


When dividends credited to accounts 


are omitted, new savings added to ac- 
counts in June totaled $5.4 billion and 
withdrawals reached $4.1 billion. Thus, 
the net gain excluding interest was $1.3 
billion, a low in net new money for the 
current year. With the deduction of inter- 
est and dividends credit it ranges from a 
high of $25 billion to a low of $1.3 billion. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, savings 


grew last month by approximately $20 
billion Earlier this year the rate had 
been ranging between $24 billion and $38 
billion During the first six months of 
this year deposits at savings and loans 
grew" by a net of $16.7 billion, topping the 
prior half-year record by a substantial 
margin. The previous record for a six- 
month period was set in 1963 when sav- 
ings balances at associations rose by 
Sfi I billion. 


Loans closed by associations reached 


the very high level of $4.2 billion. The 
prior June record had been $2 4 billion, a 
level reached on three occasions. In gen- 
eral, associations are closing loans at 
about twice the usual monthly volume, 
providing evidence of the flexibility of 
lending capacity. 


Associations kept their major inflows 


originating in net savings and mortgage 
loan repayments fully employed in June, 
a trend that has been characteristic of 
the second quarter. The current high lev- 
el of commitments indicates that lending 
will remain on a high plateau during the 
summer months.

A number of potential home buyers are 


unaware that, hi most cases, they have 
enough to make a down payment on* a 
house. This is the opinion of Jackson W. 
Goss. president of Investors Mortgage 
Insurance Co., Boston Mass. 


Investors Mortgage, an organization in 


the private mortgage insurance industry, 
works with lending institutions such as 
savings and loan associations, mutual 
scvings banks end commercial banks, by 
insuring the top 20 per cent of high-ratio 
mortgage loans. 


A savings and loan executive recently 


told Goss that he is amazed at how unin- 
formed most potential home buyers are. 
They know little about methods of financ- 
ing, such as private mortgage insurance, 
the executive said. 


"Private 
mortgage 
insurance 
has 


helped to make 90 per cent financing 
available in nearly every state, and the 
trend toward 95 per cent loans Is growing 
daily. Many potential home buyers auto- 
matically think of a 20 to 30 per cent 
cash down payment when a conventional 
mortgage is suggested. However, with 
private mortgage insurance on the top 20 
per cent of the loan, a savings and loan 
association or bank can make a 90 per 
cent loan, with only 10 per cent cash re- 
quired," Goss said. 


Savings accounts are the most popular 


source of money for house down pay- 
ments, but many families have hidden 
assets. Goss said. "For example, I talked 
to a Mount Prospect family recently with 
a fiumber of savings bonds that had ma- 
tured and which they had filed away and 
fotgotten about. They cashed them and 
made a down payment." he said. "We 
have found families with matured en- 
dowment insurance policies that they 
have been able to use for the down pay- 
ment." 


The use of private mortgage insurance 


is increasing rapidly, Goss said. Private 
mortgage insurance can be used to buy 
new and old homes.

The International Wildlife Conservation 


Society has launched an effort to catch 
one of the most elusive, perhaps most 
legendary, and possibly most mythologic- 
al creatures in the nation: the monster.

MSD Won't Permit Dumping 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


notified the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers that the MSD will not issue per- 
mits to industries that want to dump 
waste into Lake Michigan. 


In a letter to the District engineer of 


the Corps of Engineers, President John 
E. Egan of MSD reported: 


"In recent newspaper articles, it was 


announced that the Corps of Engineers 
was considering the issuance of permits 
to industries discharging waste into Lake 
Michigan. 


"It has been the policy of the District 


that no man-made pollution should be 
allowed to enter Lake Michigan which is 
used as a drinking water supply and for 
swimming by the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict and the people of the state of Illi- 
nois. 


"The District has vigorously enforced 


this policy by the passage or appropriate 
ordinances and court action, where nec- 
essary." 


He noted that on Sept. 18, 1969, the

after 
many public 
hearings, 


adopted its new Sewage and Waste Con- 
trol Ordinance to block pollution. 


Egan further pointed out that at a re- 


cent meeting the board of trustees 
passed a resolution reaffirming the pol- 
icy adopted in 1969. 


The letter to the District engineer of 


the Army Corps of Engineers stated in 
conclusion: 


"The Metroplitan Sanitary District ob- 


jects to the issuance of any permits 
which will allow industries to discharge 
waste into Lake Michigan and respect- 
fully requests that it be notified of any 
hearing, public or otherwise, in order 
that it may appear and present its objec- 
tions."

1VBC Plans 5-Day-A-Wedt 
Children's Series In '72 
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by RICK DuBROW 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — NBC is plan- 


ning "a ma]or, half-hour, five-day- 
a-week, Monday-through-Friday" chil- 
dren's television series to begin early 
next year 


The series is expected to be on all five 


of NBC's owned-and-operated stations — 
in Nejv York, Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Washington and Cleveland — but the net- 
work's numerous affiliate stations will 
decide, on an individual basis, whether to 
use it. 


Broadcasts in the series will not be 


presented as a straight-through network 
showing, which means NBC is doing its 
part so far to try to improve children's 
programming — and, in effect, is telling 
its affiliates that it is up to them individ- 
ually to show just how public service- 
minded it is 


"Acceptance and scheduling of the pro- 


grams will be determined by the sta- 
tions," NBC said in its formal announce- 
ment Tuesday 


ACCORDING TO the network, the 


series "will be directed primarily to the 
three-to-six-year-old group, and will pre- 
sent a balanced education — entertain- 
ment format, with the accent on learn- 
ing The program content will be desig- 
nated to interest and involve parents as 
well as children " 


Because of its distribution, the series 


obviously will not be available for net- 
work sale, but a pair of two-minute "po- 
sitions will be provided for local com- 
mercials or public service announce- 
ments, one near the beginning and one 
near the end of each program " 


Says NBC "This represents a reduc- 


tion of two minutes from the usual day- 
time commercial structure and will per- 
mit longer segments of uninterrupted 
program material Stations carrying the 
program will pay a program service 
charge to help offset the substantial pro- 
duction costs, and will retain all revenue 
from any local sales "

When done loaf will be a rich 
brown and sound hollow when tapped 
with the fingers. Remove from oven, brush 
with remaining herb butter and cool 10 
minutes. Remove from baking container 
and let stand on rack until cold. Serves 8.

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Different Ideas For Mushroom Lovers 


Mushrooms pop up in two new food 


ideas as refreshing as spring itself A 
hearty chef's salad chock-full of sliced 
mushrooms, and little meatballs that are 
batter-dipped and deep-fried. 


As more and more Americans discover 


the exquisite flavor and texture of mush- 
rooms, commercial production of this 
vegetable keeps going up Last year this 
amounted to a total of 194,000.000 pounds, 
a jump of 40.ooo.ooo pounds over the an- 
nual crop of three years ago. Although 
they are grown commercially In states 
from coast to coast, Pennsylvania is the 
major producer Approximately 70 per 
cent of the crop is canned or frozen or 
used in manufactured goods About 30 
per cent is sold fresh. 


Growing mushrooms is more difficult 


than raising tropical orchids. It may not 
require large acreage, but it does de- 
mand much capital, a great deal of ex- 
pertise and plenty of good luck. They are 
indifferent to light since they have no 
chlorophyll, commercially they are pro- 
duced in either windowless houses or un- 


derground in abandoned mines. They're 
temperamental, plagued by all manner 
of nitty-gntty growing problems — sure- 
ly not for the home gardener. 


The following mushroom recipes are 


from the test kitchens of the American 
Mushroom Institute.

1 pound fresh mushrooms

But the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture's new bulletin, "Your Mon- 
ey's Worth In Foods," contains numer- 
ous tips to help you economize on food. 


The bulletin explains the often over- 


looked but crucial "how to's" of food 
management: 


—How to develop an economical and 


nutritious meal plan. 


—How to determine what constitutes a 


reasonable amount to spend on food ac- 
cording to your family size and income. 


—How to decide the amounts of food to 


buy. 


Designed as a food-shopping and meal- 


planning guide, the bulletin provides in- 
formation to help you feed your family 
well on a budget you can afford. 


Food economists and nutritionists in* 


elude costs of three basic food plans — 
low, moderate and liberal — at 1970 
prices. Costs are given for individuals of 
various ages, based on estimates for a 
family of four persons. You will also find 
a table indicating the plan that families 
of various sizes and incomes can usually 
afford. Using mis information, you can 
estimate what would be a reasonable 
amount of money to spend for food for 
your particular family. 


To help you meet your family's nutri- 


tional needs, the bulletin includes a daily 
food guide, the number and sizes of 
servings recommended from the four 
food groups and a basic meal pattern 
with sample menus that shows how to 
plan nutritious, well-balanced meals. 
Also included is material on shopping 
lists, amounts to buy and tips on cutting 
costs. 


Other buying guides include tables list- 


ing the computations of: 


—the cost of a three-ounce serving of 


cooked lean meat from selected kinds 
and cuts at specified retail prices per 
pound. 


—the cost of chicken, whole and in 


parts. 


—the number of servings per pound or 


package of fresh, frozen, dried and can- 
ned fruits and vegetables. 


—the cost of a serving of selected 


vegetables and fruits purchased fresh at 
specified prices per pound. 


To help you compare the costs of food 


from different-sized containers, the publi- 
cation has a table giving the cost per 
pound of food from containers weighing 
between 1 and 48 ounces and costing 10 
cents to 1 dollar. This table will help you 
choose the size package best suited to 
your needs and pocketbook.

Can't stop eating 'em — the Potato 


Chip Cookies made by Mrs. Timothy V. 
Conner of 329 Cedarcrest Drive, Schaunv 
burg. 


"This recipe is a real winner," Bobbe 


Conner commented. "Everyone loves 
them, but no one can guess what is in 
them." 


Of course, it's potato chips, crushed 


fine and added to the rich, buttery bat- 
ter. They give these elegant cookies a 
crunchy texture and contribute to their 
delicious flavor. 


Just before serving, Bobbe dips the 


tops of the cookies into powdered sugar. 


She cautions that if they aren't eaten up 
within two to three days, they should be 
frozen as they become a little greasy. 


"I usually freeze them right after bak- 


ing anyway," she explained, "as they 
defrost in a matter of minutes and taste 
oven-fresh." 


In unexpected guests drop in, Bobbe 


takes the cookies from the freezer, dips 
them into powdered sugar and they are 
ready to eat by the time the coffee is 
done. 


Another of her rich, melt-in-your- 


mouth specialties is Brown Sugar Cook- 


ies. Simple to make, they consist of only 
three ingredients, are light in texture 
and have a mild butterscotch flavor. 


The brown sugar cookies will keep 


well, but Bobbe usually stores these in 
her freezer, too. Both cookies are ideal 
for showers and bridge clubs and make a 
delightful dessert with ice cream. 


This good cook's favorite dinner menu 


features Beef Stroganoff made with sir- 
loin -of beef, "i've tried several other 
Stroganoff recipes but like this the best 
and have received countless compliments 
on it," she said. 


Bobbe usually browns her meat early 


in the day or the night before, simmering 
it in tomato juice and sherry seasoned 
with garlic. Just before serving, she stirs 
in mushrooms, mushroom soup and sour 
cream. 


"It's a good company dish as there is 


no last-minute fuss," she said. As accom- 
paniments she suggests green beans with 
almonds and pearl onions and a tossed 
salad. Ice cream topped with creme de 
menthe and her appealing cookies make 
a pleasing dessert. 


The Conners moved from North Caro- 


lina to Schaumburg four years ago. They 
have two daughters, Kristi, 8, and Kerry, 
2. Along with cooking, Bobbe's interests 
include bowling, gardening and playing 
bridge. 


POTATO CHIP COOKIES 


1 pound butter 
1 cup granulated sugar 
2 teaspoons vanilla 


3M: cups sifted flour 


2 cups crushed potato chips 
Vz cup chopped nuts 
Beat butter until creamy. Add sugar 


and vanilla and cream well. Add flour 
and beat thoroughly. Add crushed potato 
chips and chopped nuts and mix just 
enough to blend. 


Drop dough from a teaspoon onto an 


ungreased cookie sheet and bake 12 to 15 
minutes at 350 degrees. If cookies are not 
to be eaten within two to three days, 
store them in the freezer. Just before 
serving, dip tops into powdered sugar. 


Makes approximately 100 cookies. 


BROWN SUGAR COOKIES 


% pound butter 
% cup brown sugar 
2 Cups flour, sifted 
Mix all ingredients together with elec- 


tric beater. Refrigerate about two hours 
or overnight. Roll about one heaping tea- 
spoon of dough at a time in your hands, 
place on ungreased cookie sheet and flat- 
ten with a fork. Bake 12 to 15 minutes at 
350 degrees. 


The cookies may be decorated with 


whole pecans by dipping the bottom of 
the nuts into egg white and placing them 
on the hot cookies. Or the cookies may 
be sprinkled with powdered sugar when 
cool. 


BEEF STROGANOFF 


2 pounds lean sirloin of beef 
4 tablespoons butter 
% pound fresh mushrooms, 


washed and sliced or 
1 jar mushrooms 


% cup tomato juice 
2 tablespoons sherry 
1 clove garlic, peeled 


and crushed, or 
garlic salt to taste 


1 teaspoon salt 


1/8 teaspoon pepper 


1 can cream of mushroom soup 
1 cup commercial sour cream 
Trim all fat from beef and cut lean 


meat into strips 3 inches long and % inch 
wide. 


Heat electric skillet to medium, 300 de- 


grees, or use a regular skillet. Melt 2 
tablespoons 
butter; 
add mushrooms. 


Saute until golden and remove. 


Melting remaining butter; add meat 


and cook, stirring constantly, for four 
minutes. Add tomato juice, sherry and 
garlic. Cover skillet, leaving vent open, 
and when steaming turn control to sim- 
mer, about 200 degrees, and cook 30 to 40 
minutes or until meat is tender.

For batter, cream butter and sugar to- 


gether until light and fluffy. Blend in va- 
nilla. Add eggs, one at a time, beat until 
smooth.

FRENCH TOMATO SALAD 


(Salade Nicoise)

4 very large vine ripened 


tomatoes 


3 long green onions, 


snipped 
Salt and pepper to taste 


1 clove garlic, crushed 


(optional) 


1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 teaspoon vinegar 


Pinch basil 


1 sprig parsley, snipped 


Dunk tomatoes in boiling water for 1 


minute. Remove from water, peel and 
chop into mixing bowl. Add snipped 
green onions and remaining ingredients, 
with the exception of the parsley. Mix 
well and chill. Just before serving snip 
parsley, add to salad and toss. Makes 5 
servings. 


TOMATOES A LA MEXICANA 


Tomatoes with a strong "south of the

1 (16-ounce) can seasoned 


stewed tomatoes 


2 cloves garlic, minced 
4 sprigs parsley 


Celery leaves 


IVi teaspoons dried basil 
% teaspoon salt 
4 beef bouillon cubes 


Freshly ground pepper to taste 


2 medium size red 


Spanish onions 


1 bunch green onions 
3 large ripe tomatoes, 


peeled 


2 medium size green peppers, 


cut in fourths 


2 medium size cucumbers, 


cut in quarters lengthwise 
and seeded 


4 stalks celery, cut 


in fourths 


2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
3 tablespoons olive oil 


Sour cream 


In a large kettle combine Italian plum 


tomatoes, seasoned stewed 
tomatoes, 


garlic, parsley, celery leaves, basil, salt, 
bouillon cubes and pepper. Simmer for 
about 1 hour so that all the flavors are 
well blended. Remove from heat and cool 
slightly. In several small batches put 
these stewed ingredients in your blender 
and blend at high speed. Return to your 
large soup kettle. Combine the coarsely 
chopped vegetables with your cooked to- 
mato base. Again, a portion at a time, 
pour these into your blender and blend at 
low speed until the vegetables are just 
coarsely chopped. When all the soup has 
been thus processed add vinegar and oil. 
Taste and correct seasoning if necessary. 
Chill until very cold. Serve in soup bowls 
or cups with a dollup of sour cream. 
Makes approximately 2% quarts. 


On Diet Of Controversy

Adelle Davis is a spunky, sixty-ish dy- 


namo, with a hairnet-covered bun on her 
head and an aversion to chemically- 
sprayed food in her heart. 


The gravel-voiced nutritionist is some- 


thing of a super-star in the organic food 
world. She introduced kohlrabi to a mil- 
lion people. She advocated a thoughtful 
switch to better food before it became 
fashionable. 


Mention refined foods to Adelle Davis 


and she rumbles. Talk additives and she 
growls. 


Although Adelle Davis is considered by 


some to be a far-out food advocate, her 
credentials are in order. Miss Davis 
studied at Purdue University and the 
University of California, where she 
earned an A.B. in nutrition. She got her 
master's degree in biochemistry from 
the University of Southern California 
Medical School. 


Mias Davis has spent a lifetime as a 


consulting nutritionist with private prac- 
tices in New York and Los Angeles. To 
her credit are the best sellers "Let's Eat 
Bight to Keep Fit" and "Let's Have 
Healthy Children" and others. In private 
life, Adelle Davis to married to Frank 


Sieglinger of Palos Verdes Estates, Ca- 
lif., and has two grown children. 


In Chicago recently, Miss Davis sat on 


the corner of her hotel room bed and 
talked organic gardening. 


"We must educate people not to use 


poison pesticide sprays," she said. "They 
ruin the soil, they rob the food of nutri- 
ents, they cause ill health and they are 
dangerous to use." 


"WHEN PEOPLE say the only way to 


produce a crop is to pump it with chem- 
icals," Miss Davis opined, "they are ad- 
mitting how very over-exhausted the 


land really is." 


The nutritionist said that we must 


learn to build up the land first, before we 
harvest. She related that in her travels 
through rural France, she marveled at 
the agricultural approach. "No poison 
sprays are permitted there," she said. 
"The 
farmers have lovely compost 


humus, big yields, high mineral content. 
The people have a genuine love for their 
soil." 


In her own garden, Adelle Davis said, 


"We have the best peaches, apricots, 
nectarines. We bought bare root fruit 
t r e e s , planted them in 20-year-old 
manure, added compost and mulched 
them with wet Sunday newspapers with 
rocks on top to hold them down. We got 
two beautiful crops the first year. I also 
grew peas, beans, new potatoes, radish- 
es, onions, the works!" 


Adele Davis thinks the American 


people in general and fanners in particu- 
lar are being hoodwinked into believing 
that this country cannot produce without 
chemical poisons. 


"THE CHEMICAL people dominate the 


agricultural journals. How is the fanner 
to hear the other side?" she said. "A lot 
of people — those with economic inter- 
ests — are trying very bard not to find 


out the merits of organic 
garden- 


ing." Miss Davis attacked one of the 
main arguments that support chemical 
use, the nutrition theory — a "scare" 
tactic, she said — to make the public 
believe that chemicals are the only way. 


She cited research done at the Univer- 


sity of Missouri by Dr. William Albrecht 
(professor emeritus) which showed the 
tremendous increase of mineral content 
in food grown on soil enriched with 
manures and compost over that which 
was chemically fertilized. 
(Albrecht, 


"Physical, and Biochemical Changes in 
the Soil Community," University of Chi- 
cago Press, 1956.) 


"The trouble is," she said, "the chem- 


ical industry subsidizes the research pro- 
grams at the universities. These profes- 
sors dare not come out with anti-chem- 
ical talk. The only time they do is when 
they are retiring and nobody can hurt 
them." 


"If people don't wake up quickly and 


do something about the poison spray in 
the food, this country is going to destroy 
itself," Miss Davis said. 


When asked what she would eat for her 


last meal on earth, the controversial nn-' 
tritionist said, "I hope I have 30 years to 
plan the menu!" 


Veal is not plentiful on the market, but 


when available is one.of the most de- 
lightful of meat courses. It's also a good 
hot weather dish because cooking time is 
short requiring no toiling for hours over 
the stove. 


This is my version of one of Italy's 


most famous recipes, Veal Scaloppine 
Piccata. To serve 4, I like to have 2 to 
2% pounds of round. Remove round bone 
but preserve the marrow. 


Cut the veal into serving pieces and 


pound very thin, working the marrow 
into the meat. Dip the slices into flour 
(V4 cup wil do) then shake off excess. 


Place 6 tablespoons butter (and I do 


prefer real butter for this dish) in a 
large skillet and get piping hot. Drop 
veal slices into butter and brown quickly 
on both sides. This usually will not re- 
quire more than 5 minutes per side. 


Add salt and pepper to taste, shake 


skillet, reduce heat and cook for another 
5 minutes. Add the juice of 1 lemon, 1 
once of dry vermouth, and the leaves of 8 
to 10 parsley sprigs, chopped fine. Cook 
for 1 minute, shaking skillet once to loo- 
sen browned particles. Stir well. 


Arrange veal slices on a hot platter 


and spoon the sauce over the veal. 


AS A summertime accompaniment, I 


served this Tater-Slaw dish which was 
sent to me as a Mail Box item by Charl- 
otte Magerkurth of Geneseo, HI. For 4 
servings (generous, but this is fine fare), 
dice 2% pounds of cooked potatoes, 
which will be about 4 medium red po- 
tatoes boiled in the skins. 


Combine potatoes with 1 cup chopped 


red cabbage, % cup diced celery, V* cup 
chopped onion, 1 pimiento chopped fine, 
and 2 hard cooked eggs, chopped. Blend 
with % cup mayonnaise, salt and pepper 
to taste. 


This is a colorful, attractive and tasty 


dish. Dress up further, if you like, by 
adding % chopped green pepper and 
placing slices of hard cooked eggs on top 
before serving.

perk up tired summer menus. Treat your 
family or guests to a seafaring supper 
and serve Brown 'n' Bake Salmon, an 
easy-do recipe from the National Marine 
Fisheries Service.

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Village Water 
Rates Reduced 
By 13 Per Cent 


by PAT GERLACH 


Homeowners in Schaumburg will expe- 


rience an approximate 13 per cent reduc- 
tion in water rates along with the start of 
quarterly billing by the end of 1971. 


Based on information obtained from a 


comprehensive review of the village wa- 
ter system and existing rates, Trustee 
G o r d o n Mullins. finance committee 
chairman for the village, suggested this 
week that an amendment to the existing 
ordinance governing water rates be pre- 
pared for village board approval. 


Although subscribers are presently bil- 


led for water on a monthly basis, Mullins 
proposal calls for the new systen to go 
into effect Oct. 31 with one-third of the 
homeowners being billed at new rates for 
one month of service. 


The following month, two-thirds of the 


village residents will be billed for a two- 
month period and the remaining home- 
owners will receive a three-month billing 
in December. 


"WHILE THIS WILL reduce water 


revenue by $123.000 a year approximate- 
ly, the status of water system accounts 
indicates no problem," Mullins com- 
mented further explained that the move 
will save about $3.000 in office expenses. 


Under the present rate structure, sub- 


scribers using up to 4.000 gallons are bil- 
led at a monthly minimum of $4.60 or 
$1.15 per thousand gallons of water used. 


For the next 4,000 gallons, the cost is 


90 cents per thousand gallons and for the 
next 12,000 gallons the cost reduces to 75 
cents per thousand gallons. 


Archerv Tournament

Slated For Saturday 


Hoffman Estates Park District's fourth 


annual open archery tournament will be 
held Saturday at Vogelei Park. 


The tournament will consist of six cate- 


gories — junior women (13 and under) 
and junior men '13 and under), mother 
and daughter, father and son, women 
and men. 


Competition in each division will be 


judged by the total score of each con- 
testant who will be required to shoot one 
end of arrows from 20, 30 and 40-foot dis- 
tances. 


In both mother and daughter and fa- 


ther and son competition, total scores 
will be used to determine winners. 


The junior men's event is scheduled for 


9 a.m. followed by father and son com- 
petition at 10 a.m. with men competing 
at 11 a.m. 


Junior women will shoot at noon, moth- 


ers and daughters at 1 p.m. and women 
at 2 p.m. 


Registration will begin at 8 a.m. Satur- 


day at the park and all contestants must 
be registered at least IS minutes prior to 
the scheduled starting time of each 
event. 


The current rate breakdown indicates 


a 60-cent per thousand gallon charge for 
an additional 20,000 gallons of water used 
and subscribers using over 40,000 gallons 
monthly are billed 35 cents per thousand. 


Monthly bills also carry a $3 sewer ser- 


vice charge. 


Reduced rates will produce a $1 per 


thousand gallon charge for the first 
12,000 gallons and 80 cents for the next 
12,000 gallons while a 65-cent per thou- 
sand gallon charge will be made for the 
next 36,000 gallons consumed and a 55- 
cent per thousand gallon rate for the 
next 60,000 gallons used. 


All subscribers using over 120,000 gal- 


lons will be billed at 35 cents per thou- 
sand gallons. 


THE RATE REDUCTION will apply to 


residential users only. 


New rates will go into effect with the 


start of cycle billing at the end of Octo- 
ber and those customers being billed on 
the shorter periods will be charged on 
the new schedule. 


Calling the new rates a "significant re- 


duction," Mullins described the water 
system as "in excellent shape financial- 
ly." 


Explaining that the cycle billing will 


release village computer time, reduce 
the costs of meter reading and postage, 
Village Pres. Robert 0. Atcher noted 
that when Schaumburg purchased the 
water system, its former owner, Citizens 
Utilities was before the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission petitioning for a rate 
increase even though a short time prior 
the company had received approval to 
increase rates 50 per cent. 


At that time, Citizens Utilities had four 


wells in Schaumburg; the village now 
has 15 wells plus an added four million 
gallons of reservoir capacity. 


"This is noteworthy in view of the fact 


that some of our neighboring commu- 
nities are having problems with water 
and are finding it necessary to raise 
rates," commented Trustee Ray Kessell. 


MULLINS INDICATED that a check of 


three areas in metropolitan Chicago now 
being serviced by Citizens Utilities re- 
vealed that one community has experi- 
enced rate increases and has since pur- 
chased the system while in the other two 
communities rates have been main- 
tained. 


He estimated average current billing 


at about $13 monthly and revealed also 
that the water study called for in- 
stallation of several additional mains. 


According to Paul D. Speer & Associ- 


ates, financial consultants, the Village is 
in a position to issue $1,200,000 in bonds 
at parity in addition to the $800,000 issue 
for Woodfield Mall and Centex water 
systems coming up shortly.

Duffy 
To Go Home Within A Week? 


Duffy Kilrain may be going home soon, 


although doctors at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center, where the 13-year-old 
accident victim is a patient, are unable 
to say yet whether he will be discharged 
within a week. 


Today marks the end of Duffy's eighth 


full week in the hospital. For about the 
first two weeks he remained unconscious 
in the hospital's intensive care unit, list- 
ed in critical and then serious condition. 


Since Duffy regained consciousness, 


and after surgery for a ruptured spleen, 
he has progressed at a varying rate, 
sometimes showing marked improve- 
ment and other times appearing to have 
reached a plateau. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. W. Hogy of 


Higgins Road near Harrington Road, 
Duffy was struck by a car June 4 near 
his home. 


LAST WEEK hospital officials began 


working on physical and mental therapy, 
teaching him to walk again and testing 
him psychologically to determine how 
much damage his head injury might 
have caused. 


Duffy began by walking with assis- 


tance, support in case he should fall. He 
now is walking by himself, said hospital 
officials, although they make sure a 
nurse or aide stays at his elbow, because 
he is still "shaky." 


Psychologists are working with Duffy 


to test his memory. His mother said yes- 
terday he remembers few things that 
were familiar to him before the accident, 
and only some of what happened to him 
since the accident. Although he has been 
told about the accident several times, he 
does not remember later what happened 
to him. 


"Physically he is doing very well. 


Mentally he's got a long way to go," said 
Mrs. Hogy. 


UNTIL JUST A few days ago, Mr. and 


Mrs. Hogy thought Duffy would be trans- 
ferred to a rehabilitation center in Chi- 
cago before going home. Since then, doc- 
tors have told her Duffy will be allowed 
to go straight home, and may be re- 
leased within the next several days. She 


does not know if he will require formal 
therapy sessions once he is discharged 
from the hospital. 


A few weeks ago, doctors encouraged 


interested persons to send Duffy cards at 
the hospital. Now he also may receive 
gifts.

Pass Tests For Diploma

A high school diploma is a positive 


achievement that is available to any 
adult interested in acquiring that certifi- 
cation. As High School Dist. 211 teacher 
Charles Mueller explained the district's 
adult education program he added that 
not all adults hold a high school diploma. 
"If they need help, we can offer it," said 
Mueller. 


Dist. 211 is now planning a fall general 


education development (GED) review 
that is designed to help those who seek to 
attain this goal. 


"Our role is to prepare adults for the 


state tests administered in this area at 
Harper Junior College," said Mueller 
who heads the adult education program 
at 
Schaumbuiv». James 
B. 
Conant, 


Fremd and Palatine high schools. 


"HOWEVER. THIS does not mean that 


any adult who wishes to be examined 
must go to tutoring sessions before regis- 
tering for a test." explained Mueller. 
Those who feel they don't require help 
may register directly and be examined. 


However, the district does offer an 8-12 


week course to help prepare applicants 
for the five tests they must pass. Mueller 
added that the weekly hour-long class in- 
struction has benefits that individual 
learning cannot offer. 


"Many adults register in our school 


district classes for just those subjects 
they think they may need help in, mostly 
mathematics, and English," he said. 


Last year 40 adults attended class and 


half of them were subsequently tested for 
equivalency certification, passed and 
now have the equivalent proof of a high 
school education, said Mueller. 


THE ONLY REQUIREMENTS for reg- 


istration in Dist. 211's program is resi- 
dency in the state and proof that the ap- 
plicant is at least 19 years old. Dist. 211 
residents will be receiving information 
about the course in September and regis- 
tration will open then said Mueller. 


The district serves all of Palatine and 


Schaumburg townships and residents 
from Palatine, Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates and portions of Hanover Park 
are eligible for application.

Each test has 70 possible points and a 


minimum of 35 points must be scored in 
each test to pass the examination. Appli- 
cants must pay a $5 fee for the test that 
takes two days to administer. Those who 
apply are personally informed of their 
grade. 


ANY ADULT WHO does not pass the 


test on the first attempt and has not at- 
tended a special education class for 
adults must wait one year before trying 
again, unless he agrees to obtain tutor- 
ing. However, if a student of the GED 
program fails and accepts help on the 
portion of the test failed he may be reex- 
amined when the instructor 
recom- 


mends. 


Adults who do not pass the tests and 


wish to try again are only retested in the 
subjects they failed and do not have to 
take the complete tests again. 


The equivalency certificate issued by 


the state is as honored as a high school 
diploma and provides eligibility for reg- 
istration in college courses. 


"We feel our GED program plays an 


important role by helping adults who 
have been out of school for many years 
and neglected to attain a diploma, brush 
up on the subjects they must master," 
said Mueller.

STEENSLAND SAID in a recent inter- 


view, "For me the number one interest 
was the desire of the players. I wanted to 
furnish a regular opportunity for musi- 
cians to play for their own enjoyment as 
well as for the benefit of the public." 


The first rehearsal in December, 1950, 


included the participation of 25 area mu- 
sicians. By April of the following year, 
when the orchestra performed its first 
concert, its numbers had grown to 60.

11:31 p.m. Tuesday. A state trooper 


sees the boy lying in a ditch on the north 
side of Dundee Road near Cedar Lane. 
He is semi-conscious. The trooper calls 
Wheeling police. 


WHEN WHEELING policemen Earl 


Seul and Jerry Staszewski arrive, a boy 
and a girl are with the drugged youth. 
They say they tried to help him home 
from the concert after he took six to 
eight "bennies." Meanwhile, a private 
ambulance has taken the boy to Holy 
Family Hospital. 


12:25 a.m. Wednesday. The boy's moth- 


er is contacted at work and told to come 
to the hospital. 


2:09 a.m. the boy is transferred to Lu- 


theran General Hospital where more ex- 


tensive drug treatment is available. 


2:27 a.m. The mother calls Wheeling 


police and tells them her son is "in 
serious condition and might not live." 
The doctors, she says, want to know just 
what drug her son took. "If they knew," 
she says, "their chances of helping him 
would increase." The boy is now in in- 
tensive care. 


2:30 to 4:30 a.m. Policemen Seul and 


Staszewski phone eight teenage friends 
of the boy trying to learn the name of the 
drug. 


4 a.m. The mother calls and says her 


son's condition "has not improved." 


4:15 a.m. A boy, who says he was not 


involved, tells police he will check with 
friends about the incident. He calls back 
and says the boy took "Blue Angels" or 
"Heavenly Blues," perhaps a form of 
LSD. 


4:30 a.m. Police relay the information 


to the hospital. 


8:05 a.m. The mother calls police and 


says his "vital signs (pulse, respiration) 
have remained the same for the last 
couple of hours, indicating some prog- 
ress in his condition." 


Later yesterday, police continued to 


search for youths who may know more 
about the incident. The boy remained 
hospitalized in serious condition.,

opment was made along Harrington and 
Irving there were no village ordinances 
requiring sidewalks. 


Today developers must put in walks on 


all public streets as part of the building 
requirements. All the newly developed 
commercial and residential lots along Ir- 
ving Park Road and Barrington Road 
now must have sidewalks. 


The board is also in the process of 


negotiating with those businesses who lo- 
cated before the ordinance was passed to 
see if they would voluntarily accept an 
assessment and construct walks. 


The Barrington and Irving Park Road 


commercial area, once at the edge of a 
single-family development, is now in the 
midst of multi and single-family devel- 
opments and attracts a heavy walking 
trade as well as much automobile traffic 
said Dalla Valle. 
' In the past two years, the village con- 
cerned about speed limits on Barrington 
Road, made a successful plea to the Illi- 
nois Highways Division for reduction of 
the speed limit and installation of a stop 
light at the intersection. The action came 
after the death of a pedestrian approxi- 
mately a year ago.

me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If I put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,' he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog,' 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words. The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common 


sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal

method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of 


an animal, including a dog, is related to 
the amount of brain matter, the size of 
the animal and its environment. 


"I REFUTE 75 per cent of all that is 


published on dog training. I refute that 
you should strike a dog in any manner. 
Most dog bites come from how the dog is 
punished. You can create a pride dislike 
in the animal and it will rise like a sleep- 
walker, responding subconsciously." 


He held a special dislike for obedience 


training. "Obedience training gives a dog 
four words for the rest of his life. I am 
trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 
er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. 
His home is in Vancouver, British 


Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was time to 
make some more believers.

A barrage of discouraging news sent 


the stock market tumbling for the second 
day in a row. Turnover swelled two mil- 
lion shares to 13,940,000. Aside from con- 
cern about inflation and high unemploy- 
ment, investors viewed with disfavor a 
government report of a drop in its index 
of leading economic indicators, a report 
that the budget deficit is a near-record, 
and that rail and steel strikes could 
cripple the economy. Declines out- 
numbered advances 1,040 to 323 on the 
New York Exchange. The Dow Jones Av- 
erage lost 8.69 to 872.01. 
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Noise Pollution 
May Block O 'Hare 


Findings of a noise pollution study of 


O'Hare Airport, made public Monday, 
will be used to block further O'Hare ex- 
pansion and to force a Chicago decision 
for a third airport, according to Cook 
County Comm. Floyd Fulle. 


Fulle. chairman of the Cook County 


Republican executive committee, yester- 
day said the report — which predicted 
expansion of high noise areas around 
O'Hare by 1975 — showed that the air- 
port had grown to its "absolute limit." If 
it ror»m"f"i to pxnanH. Fulle said, "I 
don't see how we can live with it." 


He said the report would be the basis 


for steps against expansion of O'Hare, 
which will be planned at a special meet- 
ing Aug. 13 in Park Ridge of Federal 
and state representatives and mayors of 
communities around O'Hare.

The report also said that by 1975 more 


than half of Des Plaines would be sub- 
jected to uncomfortable and unhealthy 
noise levels 


THE AREA OF Des Plaines in which 


only highly insulated apartments could 
protect residents from noise will expand 
to the north and northeast to include the 
southern, downtown and northeastern 
parts of Des Plaines, according to the 
report, issued Monday by the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 


(NIPC) funded by the U. S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development and 
the Department of Transportation. 


The report also indicated that changes 


in runway use would mean a reduction in 
n o i s e levels in southern Arlington 
Heights, northern Rolling Meadows, and 
southern Palatine, as compared to 1965 
levels. 


The regional planning agency study in- 


dicated that if steps were taken to make 
aircraft landing patterns steeper noise 
rates could be cut back to the 1965 levels. 
The same would be true if advanced 
sound dampening equipment were re- 
quired in jet engines. 


FULLE, a Des Plaines resident and 


NIPC commissioner, said the study has 
focused attention on the "monster being 
developed at O'Hare " 


In the past, industries have been relo- 


cated to make way for O'Hare ex- 
pansion, Fulle said, but in the future ex- 
pansion will mean that families will have 
to be relocated. 


An agency headed by Fulle, the Inter- 


state Planning Committee — which in- 
cludes representatives- from NIPC and a 
northern Indiana planning agency — 
recently gave an unfavorable recommen- 
dation to a Chicago request for $3 million 
in federal funds to expand O'Hare cargo 
runways.

sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal 
can do one thing, it can do others in its 
physical realm." 


He published a book in 1969, "Stop Sit 


and Think," to prove his point that any 
dog owner can get results from using his 
method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the 
dogs. 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of 


an animal, including a dog, is related to 


the amount of brain matter, the size of 
the animal and its environment. 


"I REFUTE 75 per cent of all that is 


published on dog training. I refute that 
you should strike a dog in any manner. 
Most dog bites come from hew the dog is 
punished. You can create a pride dislike 
in the animal and it will rise like a sleep- 
walker, responding subconsciously," 


He held a special dislike for obedience 


training. "Obedience training gives a dog 
four words for the rest of his life. I am 


trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 
er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. His home is in Vancouver, British 
Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was time to 
make some more believers. 


Being Only Girl Band Member Has Its Pros, Cons 


Sheila Quinn is no advocate of women's 


lib but she's nevertheless making a con- 
tribution to the movement. 


Sheila is the only regular female mem- 


ber of the Elk Grove High School Jazz 
Band that is currently in the midst of a 
21-day six-country tour of Europe. 


"It's 
got its advantages and dis- 


advantages," said Sheila. 


One of the advantages is that being an 


attractive 16-year-old she is frequently 
noticed by the other members of the 
band 


A disadvantage is that at times band 


director Douglas Peterson will, forget 
there is a female member around and 
leave her out of the conversation — like 
when the band was preparing to go to 
Europe and Peterson 
was discussing 


what kind of underwear the boys should 
bring along. Some of the boys looked at 
Sheila and giggled. 


SHEILA, a senior, joined the band 


three and a half years ago as soon as she 
graduated from elementary school. 


The Jaiiz band simply needed a flute 


player. 


"We wanted a flute in the band," re- 


called Peterson. "Many modern jazz ar- 
rangements call for a flute and none of 
the boys could play one." 


Sheila, a straight "A" student who 


wants to major in math in college, has 
been with the band ever since. 


"Why not major in music? 
"I'm not that good," she said. "I'm not 


that talented," she insisted. 


Compared to other flutists she has 


heard in other high school bands at vari- 
ous competitions the jazz band has par- 
ticipated, Sheila said she doesn't think 
she's as good as they are. 


Even with all the practicing she does, 


several hours on her own each week in 
addition to regular band rehearsals in 
the summer, Sheila doesn't see being a 
musician as a career. 


"NOW MY BROTHER — Stanley - 


he's good," she said. "He practices his 
trombone 45 minutes to an hour a day." 


Stanley, 13, is also a member of the 


jazz band. 


Sheila knows two more prospective 


members of the band. They're Diane, 11 
and Chris, 8, her sister and brother. Both 
of them play the piano. 


Sheila began on the flute when she was 


in fourth grade and now her brothers and 
sisters are continuing the musical trend 
apparently taking after their mother and 
father who used to play the violin and 
clarinet, respectively. 


Duffy Kilrain Going Home This Week? 
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Duffy Kilrain may be going home soon, 


although doctors at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center, where the 13-year-old 
accident victim is a patient, are unable 
to say yet whether he will be discharged 
within a week. 


Today marks the end of Duffy's eighth 


full week in the hospital. For about the 
first two weeks he remained unconscious 
in the hospital's intensive care unit, list- 
ed in critical and then serious condition. 


Since Duffy regained 
consciousness, 


and after surgery for a ruptured spleen, 
he has progressed at a varying rate, 
sometimes showing marked improve- 
ment and other times appearing to have 
reached a plateau. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. W. Hogy of 


Higgins Road near Harrington Road, 


Duffy was struck by a car June 4 near 
his home. 


LAST WEEK hospital officials began 


working on physical and mental therapy, 
teaching him to walk again and testing 
him psychologically to determine how 
much damage his head injury might 
have caused. 


Duffy began by walking with assis- 


tance, support in case he should fall. He 
now is walking by himself, said hospital 
officials, although they make sure a 
nurse or aide stays at his elbow, because 
he is still "shaky." 


Psychologists are working with Duffy 


to test his memory. His mother said yes- 
terday he remembers few things that 
were familiar to him before the accident, 


and only some of what happened to him 
since the accident. Although he has been 
told about the accident several times, he 
does not remember later what happened 
to him. 


"Physically he is doing very well. 


Mentally he's got a long way to go," said 
Mrs. Hogy. 


UNTIL JUST A few days ago, Mr. and 


Mrs. Hogy thought Duffy would be trans- 
ferred to a rehabilitation center in Chi- 
cago before going home. Since then, doc- 
tors have told her Duffy will be allowed 
to go straight home, and may be re- 
leased within the next several days. She 
does not know if he will require formal 
therapy sessions once he is discharged 
from the hospital.

Creek Upgrading 
Plans Expanded 


State plans for making improvements 


along McDonald Creek in Prospect 
Heights have been expanded. 


In addition to rebuilding a Soo Line R. 


R. bridge under which the creek flows 
near Euclid Avenue and Wolf Road, the 
Illinois Division of Waterways is plan- 
ning improvements downstream from 
there. 


The Illinois Division of Waterways 


(IDW) has planned for several months to 
build new culverts to channel the creek 
water under the railroad tracks as soon 
as money becomes available. John Gil- 
lou, IDW chief engineer, announced 
recently that the division now also plans 
to improve the creek downstream from 
there. 


Both houses of the Illinois General As- 


sembly appropriated $115,000 earlier this 
summer for creek improvements. The 
money will not be available until Gover- 
nor Richard Ogilvie signs the appropria- 
tions bill. 


SINCE THE appropriations bill was 


first proposed in the spring of 1970, the 
state money has been earmarked for a 
new railroad culvert. Gillou said the 
state later decided to spend the money 
on two projects because "we will be 
working in that area anyway. When we 
tear out the old railroad culvert we will 
also straighten the creek downstream. 
And we will raise the ground level along 
the creek bank." 


Gillou said representatives of his agen- 


cy plan to contact residents who live 
along a 400-foot-long stretch of creek 
south of the railroad culvert. The resi- 
dents may have to grant the state per- 


mission to work on their property. Dur- 
ing heavy rains the creek usually floods 
onto this property. 


Currently the IDW representatives are 


discussing construction of a new culvert 
with Soo Line officials. Gillou said, "we 
forwarded plans to them several weeks 
ago for a new culvert. This month they 
told us they want some items in the 
plans changed. These changes will in- 
volve more money," 


It has not yet been determined who 


will pay the cost of the new culvert. Gil- 
lou said, "We will probably have to pay 
most of the cost, but we would like the 
Soo Line to pay some of it. This will be 
the last thing we negotiate. We have to 
wait until the governor signs the appro- 
priations bill." 


THE STATE'S attention was called to 


the flooding problems connected with the 
railroad culvert by the McDonald Creek 
Improvement Committee, suborganiza- 
tion of the Prospect Heights Old Town 
Sanitary District. Since the committee 
was formed in 1970, the residents have 
been urging the state to make long-term 
creek improvements. 


In the spring of 1969, the state legisla- 


ture allocated funds for an engineering 
study of the creek. Prior to that time a 
situation report of the creek was made 
by the state which included a capsule de- 
scription of creek drainage problems. 


Soon after the study was completed 


this spring, State Rep. Eugene Schlick- 
man, R-Arlington Heights, introduced the 
appropriations bill to the state legisla- 


ture. 
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Youth's Trip' 
Almost Takes 
Him To Eternity 


As the music of "The Grassroots" 


blared through the Wheeling High School 
fieldhouse Tuesday night, a 15-year-old 
boy began a trip that nearly ended in his 
death. 


No one knows exactly how the drug 


trip began, at least no one who will talk 
to police. The boy, who cannot be identi- 
fied because of his age, was in serious 
condition in Lutheran General hospital 
yesterday and could not talk to police. 


Friends told police that the boy told 


them he had purchased drugs at the con- 
cert Tuesday. 


Police records quietly and dramatical- 


ly tell the rest of the story. 


11-31 p.m. Tuesday. A state trooper 


sees the boy lying in a ditch on the north 
side of Dundee Road near Cedar Lane. 
He is semi-conscious. The trooper calls 
Wheeling police. 


WHEN WHEELING policemen Earl 


Seul and Jerry Staszewski arrive, a boy 
and a girl are with the drugged youth. 
They say they tried to help him home 
from the concert after he took six to 
eight "bennies." Meanwhile, a private 
ambulance has taken the boy to Holy 
Family Hospital. 


12:25 a.m. Wednesday. The boy's moth- 


er is contacted at work and told to come 
to the hospital. 


2:09 a.m. the boy is transferred to Lu- 


theran General Hospital where more ex- 


tensive drug treatment is available. 


2:27 a.m. The mother calls Wheeling 


police and tells them her son is "in 
serious condition and might not live." 
The doctors, she says, want to know just 
what drug her son took. "If they knew," 
she says, "their chances of helping him 
would increase." The boy is now in in- 
tensive care. 


2:30 to 4:30 a.m. Policemen Seul and 


Staszewski phone eight teenage friends 
of the boy trying to learn the name of the 
drug. 


4 a.m. The mother calls and says her 


son's condition "has not improved." 


4:15 a.m. A boy, who says he was not 


involved, tells police he will check with 
friends about the incident. He calls back 
and says the boy took "Blue Angels" or 
"Heavenly Blues," perhaps a form of 
LSD. 


4:30 a.m. Police relay the information 


to the hospital. 


8:05 a.m. The mother calls police and 


says his "vital signs (pulse, respiration) 
have remained the same for the last 
couple of hours, indicating some prog- 
ress in his condition." 


Later yesterday, police continued to 


search for youths who may know more 
about the incident. The boy remained 
hospitalized in serious condition.

returned home from Children's Memorial 
Hospital in Chicago, where he was 
treated for about 2Mi weeks.

received more than 20 units of blood as 
part of his treatment, and if he is read- 
mitted more blood will be needed. 


Doctors have diagnosed his illness as

Crackdown Begins On Pollution From Construction 


Buffalo Grove village officials have be- 


gun a crackdown on noise and air pollu- 
tion from construction sites at the fash- 
i o n a b 1 e Cam bridge-on-the-Lake con- 
dominiums. 


At a village board meeting Monday, 


residents of the Cambridge subdivision 
complained about noisy equipment oper- 
ating at the site on Saturdays and of 
daily dust clouds from trucks driving 
through the sites. 


Building inspector Bill Dettmer Tues- 


day orderd the builders spray water or 
oil to keep the dust down on the road. 


Later Tuesday, Dettmer said he in- 


spected the site and found that workmen 
had begun laying a base for one part of 
the road and had sprayed the rest of it 
with water. Both measures, he said, 
would prevent dust. 


In addition, Village Mgr. Daniel Lar- 


son said the builders had been ordered 
not to operate noisy heavy machinery on 
Saturdays. 


Dettmer said that building inspectors 


will check the site regularly and that he 
has asked neighboring homeowners to 
notify him of dust or noise. 


THE VILLAGE action followed an at- 


tempt by Trustee Charles Vogt to get the 
village "to stop work on Cambridge-on- 
the-Lake" until the developer, Richard 
Brown, agreed to stop "dirt and noise 
pollution." 


Vogt, a Cambridge homeowner, com- 


plained a "consistent 
breakdown of 


promises" by Brown and his assistants. 


He said that Cambridge homeowners 


had the "experience of two years of bro- 
ken promises," that Village Pres. Gary 
Armstrong had "two weeks of broken 
promises" and that Larson, who recently 


became village manager, had "a week of 
broken promises." 


Armstrong said that he had talked to 


Brown and his construction superintend- 
ent three times. He said they told him 
there would be no more work on Satur- 
days and that they would do something 
about the dust, but failed to fulfill their 
promises. 


Vogt at first sought formal village ac- 


tion to "stop work" on the site, but later 
agreed to go along with a strategy sug- 
gested by Village Atty. Richard Raysa. 


Raysa said that Brown should be "tick- 


eted for dust under the anti-pollution or- 
dinance" and for noisy machinery un- 
der the anti-nuisance ordinance. 


Homeowners in Cambridge have long 


complained about the neighboring high- 
rise condominiums. 


Show Must Go On—During Dog Days 


by TOM VON MALDER 


"Stay " 
The four German Shepherds backed 


into the rear area of the station wagon. 
Their owner, Charles Eisenmann looked 
up at the sky. 


"It looks bad, but I haven't been rain- 


ed out of a show yet on this tour,1' Eisen- 
mann said. 


He began rearranging the shopping 


carts, making sure the connecting rope 
would keep out the expected audience. 


It began to rain. He picked up the mi- 


crophone, "The show will go on folks at 
1:30, rain or shine. Why don't you stand 
under the overhang in front of the store 
back there?" 


THE 20 OR SO persons who had gath- 


ered to see Eisenmann's dog show began 
to run toward the front of Dominick's 
Foodstore, one of the two sponsors of the 
performance and the Chicago-area tour. 
The other sponsor for Friday's appear- 
ance at Mount Prospect Plaza, Rand and 


Central roads, was a dog food company. 


It began to rain harder and Eisenmann 


turned on the incidental background mu- 
sic. 


The four dogs were now on the stage 


which folded out from a white trailer. 
They paced around, nuzzling their owner. 


"I've lost four dogs in the last three 


years," 
Eisenmann began. "But I 


haven't really lost anything." 


He used the example of Lassie. "Usu- 


ally when a television dog trainer loses a 
dog, he's lost. He doesn't know what he 
did with the first dog to get it to per- 
form. He has to go find another dog who 
can do the same trick." 


Eisenmann said this type of trainer 


blames the dog and not himself. 


"BUT IT IS THE trainer's fault," Eis- 


enmann said. "When I lose a dog, I can 
use my method and have a dog attain a 
certain level within months." 


For Eisenmann, Lassie remains the 


classic example of training, as opposed 


to his method of educating the dog. 


"Lassie can open a door. She's trained 


to do that. But if they want a door 
closed, they have to get another dog," he 
said. 


He turned and commanded Thorn, the 


youngest dog, to behave. 


"For example, Thorn has been with 


me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If I put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,1 he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog,' 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words. The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common

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Noise Pollution 
May Block O 'Hare 


Findings of a noise pollution study of 


O'Hare Airport, made public Monday, 
will be used to block further O'Hare ex- 
pansion and to force a Chicago decision 
for a third airport, according to Cook 
County Comm. Floyd Fulle. 


Fulle. chairman of the Cook County 


Republican executive committee, yester- 
day said the report — which predicted 
expansion of high noise areas around 
O'Hare by 1975 — showed that the air- 
port had grown to its "absolute limit." If 
it continues to expand, Fulle said, "I 
don't see how we can live with it." 


He said the report would be the basis 


for steps against expansion of O'Hare, 
which will be planned at a special meet- 
ing Aug. 13 in Park Ridge of Federal 
and state representatives and mayors of 
communities around O'Hare. 


The report indicated that in 1965, 


300.000 people lived near O'Hare Airport 
in areas of extreme or moderately ex- 
treme noise. By 1975. unless some action 
is taken to reduce jet noise, one half mil- 
lion will live in these two noise sectors, 
the study showed. 


The report also said that by 1975 more 


than hah" of Des Plaines would be sub- 
jected to uncomfortable and unhealthy 
noise levels. 


THE AREA OF Des Plaines in which 


only highly insulated apartments could 
protect residents from noise will expand 
to the north and northeast to include the 
southern, downtown and 
northeastern 


parts of Des Plaines, according to the 
report, issued Monday by the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 


(NIPC) funded by the U. S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development and 
the Department of Transportation. 


The report also indicated that changes 


in runway use would mean a reduction in 
n o i s e levels in southern Arlington 
Heights, northern Rolling Meadows, and 
southern Palatine, as compared to 1965 
levels. 


The regional planning agency study in- 


dicated that if steps were taken to make 
aircraft landing patterns steeper noise 
rates could be cut back to the 1965 levels. 
The same would be true if advanced 
sound dampening equipment were re- 
quired in jet engines. 


FULLE, a Des Plaines resident and 


NIPC commissioner, said the study has 
focused attention on the "monster being 
developed at O'Hare." 


In the past, industries have been relo- 


cated to make way for O'Hare ex- 
pansion, Fulle said, but in the future ex- 
pansion will mean that families will have 
to be relocated. 


An agency headed by Fulle, the Inter- 


state Planning Committee — which in- 
cludes representatives from NIPC and a 
northern Indiana planning agency — 
recently gave an unfavorable recommen- 
dation to a Chicago request for $3 million 
in federal funds to expand O'Hare cargo 
runways.

Sheila Quinn is no advocate of women's 


lib but she's nevertheless making a con- 
tribution to the movement.

"It's 
got its advantages and dis-

SHEILA, a senior, joined the band 


three and a half years ago as soon as she 
graduated from elementary school.

called Peterson. "Many modern jazz ar- 
rangements call for a flute and none of 
the boys could play one." 


Sheila, a straight "A" student who 


wants to major in math in college, has 
been with the band ever since. 


"Why not major in music? 
"I'm not that good," she said. "I'm not 


that talented," she insisted. 


Compared to other flutists she has 


heard in other high school bands at vari- 
ous competitions the jazz band has par- 
ticipated, Sheila said she doesn't think 
she's as good as they are. 


Even with all the practicing she does, 


several hours on her own each week in 
addition to regular band rehearsals in 
the summer, Sheila doesn't see being a 
musician as a career. 


"NOW MY BROTHER — Stanley — 


he's good," she said. "He practices his 
trombone 45 minutes to an hour a day." 


Stanley, 13, is also a member of the

Duffy Kilrain Going Home This Week? 


Duffy Kilrain may be going home soon, 


although doctors at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center, where the 13-year-old 
accident victim is a patient, are unable 
to say yet whether he will be discharged 
within, a week. 


Today marks the end of Duffy's eighth 


full week in the hospital. For about the 
first two weeks he remained unconscious 
in the hospital's intensive care unit, list- 
ed in critical and then serious condition.

LAST WEEK hospital officials began 


working on physical and mental therapy, 
teaching him to walk again and testing 
him psychologically to determine how 
much damage his head injury might 
have caused. 


Duffy began by walking with assis- 


tance, support in case he should fall. He 
now is walking by himself, said hospital 
officials, although they make sure a 
nurse or aide stays at his elbow, because 
he is still "shaky." 


Psychologists are working with Duffy 


to test his memory. His mother said yes- 
terday he remembers few things that 
were familiar to him before the accident, 


and only some of what happened to him 
since the accident. Although he has been 
told about the accident several times, he 
does not remember later what happened 
to him. 


"Physically he is doing very well. 


Mentally he's got a long way to go," said 
Mrs. Hogy.

With the population and area 
expansion, more drivers are naturally 
driving the village's roads, they said, so 
there are proportionally more traffic vio- 
lations.

paid $5 in court costs for every guilty 
driver. Nowadays the court cost is still 
$5 for a driver found guilty of a traffic 
violation, but the money goes to the 
county and the judges are paid a salary, 
not a "commission." 


THE CIRCUIT COURT figures also 


showed sizable increasees in traffic fines 
distributed to other Northwest suburbs. 
Elk Grove Village went from $38,000 to 
$50,000, and Hoffman Estates went up 
$3,000 to $11,000. 


Schaumburg made a big jump of 


$17,000 to $41,000, while Buffalo Grove 
went from $1,200 to $3,000. Rolling Mead- 
ows jumped from $9,000 to $12,000, and 
Wheeling's fines increased from $10,000 
to $11,500. 


Des Plaines, Mount Prospect and Ar- 


lington Heights all dropped in amount of 
fines. Des Plaines went from $46,500 to 
$42,000, Mount Prospect dropped just 
$600 to $18,300 and Arlington Heights lost 
$5,000 to $38,500.

to "poor." This 


doubled the unit rate payable for mainte- 
nance and increased the amount pro- 
vided to the village for the coming year. 


According to village officials, Hicks 


Road has been patched at least five 
times since early spring and the village 
has spent much more on maintenance of 
the road in the last three years than was 
allocated by the state. 


"HICKS IS BEYOND repair," Moodie 


told the village board this week. "I see 
no advantage in keeping up agreements 
that aren't adequate." 


Moodie said the maintenance agree- 


ment is "a losing proposition" because of 
the consistent work that must be done on 
the road. "If we didn't sign the agree- 
ment, the state would have to do the 
work instead of us." 


However, Trustee Terry Leighty said 


refusal to sign the agreement would not 
work because "if we don't have the 
agreement we're going to end up doing 
the work anyway and not get paid." 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun explained

Eugenia Christopher realized that her 


Job as housing director for the Northwest 
Opportunity Center was going to be a dif- 
ficult one, when she picked up a copy of 
the newspaper this week. 


A large story on the front page told of 


plans for a $10 million office complex in 
Rolling Meadows, while a smaller story 
adjacent reported that Miss Christopher 
would work with municipal officials in an 
attempt to gain low and moderate-in- 
come housing in the suburbs. 


She sighed. "If only we could get some 


of that money to put up a small apart- 
ment building." And she admitted that 
attempts to get that single apartment 
building aren't going to be easy. 


The 23-year-old Indiana University 


graduate assumed her duties as housing 
director for needy families who seek aid 
through the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows last week. 


WITH AN ACADEMIC major in Span- 


ish, she hopes to gain a home for some 
200 families who seek a place to live 
through the center each year. 


Her predecessors have found that try- 


ing to provide housing In this area that 
low-income families can afford is an al- 
most insurmountable task. Reports from 
the center stated that less than 10 per 
cent of the families could be placed last 
year and many must return to Mexico or 
Texas after a summer's work in land- 
scaping or fanning in nearby commu- 
nities.

All witnesses in the Cook County 


Coroner's inquest into the car accident 
death of Craig Spaulding have been sub- 
poenaed to appear when the inquest is 
resumed on Sept. 13.

ten an extraordinary account of his life 
and of that chapter in our history that 
many of us want to forget in "The Mem- 
oirs of Chief Red Fox." Born in 1870 in 
the foothills of the Big Horn Mountains, 
he recounts the conquest of the American 
Indian in the wake of an expanding fron- 
tier. "Memories haunt me," he writes. 


SEVERAL WORKS of fiction have also 


been added to the library's collection this 
week, including Jesse Stuart's "Come 
Back to the Farm." It's a collection ot 
Stuart's short stories, previously publish- 
ed in various magazines and Journals.

Yasunark Kawabata la the 1968 winner 


of the Nobel Prize for Literature, and 
"The Sound of the Mountain" is his first 
novel translated into English. 


Michale Douglas has written "Deal- 


ing," a story about a hippie, Peter Har- 
kness, who deals in the Berkeley-to-Bos- 
ton route in marijuana. 
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He used the example of Lassie. "Usu- 


ally when a television dog trainer loses a 
dog, he's lost. He doesn't know what he 
did with the first dog to get it to per- 
form. He has to go find another dog who 
can do the same trick." 


Eisenmann said this type of trainer 


blames the dog and not himself. 


"BUT IT IS THE trainer's fault," Eis- 


enmann said. "When I lose a dog, I can 
use my method and have a dog attain a 
certain level within months." 


For Eisenmann, Lassie remains the 


classic example of training, as opposed 
to his method of educating the dog. 


"Lassie can open a door. She's trained 


to do that. But if they want a door 
closed, they have to get another dog," he 
said. 


He turned and commanded Thorn, the 


youngest dog, to behave. 


"For example, Thorn has been with 


me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If 1 put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,' he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog,' 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words'. ,The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common 
sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal 


can do one thing, it can do others in its 
physical realm." 


He published a book in 1969, "Stop Sit 


and Think," to prove his point that any 
dog owner can get results from using his 
method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the 
dogs. 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of 


an animal, including a dog, is related to 
the amount of brain matter, the size of 
the animal and its environment. 


"I REFUTE 75 per cent of all that is 


published on dog training. I refute that 
you should strike a dog in any manner. 
Most dog bites come from how the dog is 
punished. You can create a pride dislike 
in the animal and it will rise like a sleep- 
walker, responding subconsciously." 


He held a special dislike for obedience 


training. "Obedience training gives a dog 
four words for the rest of his life. I am 
trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 
er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. His home is in Vancouver, British 
Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was time to 
make some more believers.

Except for speeding in a motor vehicle 


on the highways, marijuana smoking 
likely is the most commonly committed 
crime in the nation. Americans who have 
experimented with marijuana smoking at 
least once may number as many as 20 
million. 


In a recent survey of 200 marijuana 


users, it was found that 49 per cent al- 
ready tried LSD. 43 per cent had ex- 
perimented with amphetamines and 24 
per cent had tried some form of barbitu- 
rates. 


Specialists concerned with marijuana 


offer the following suggestions to parents 
in how to deal with their children. 


Keep your cool. A level head thinks 


logically, makes better decisions and 
acts more wisely 


LISTEN TO WHAT young people really 


are trying to tell you. There are hun- 
dreds of reasons why a child ex- 
periments with drugs. Find those poten- 
tial reasons in your home. Correct what 
might become a dangerous condition be- 
fore it can cause serious trouble. 


Get the facts concerning drugs and 


make certain you expose your young- 
sters to this data in an atmosphere of 
sharing 


Set good parental examples. All ex- 


perts in the field agree on this one being 
of utmost importance A parent who in 
effect says. "Do as 1 say. not as I do." 
stands little chance of influencing his 
children for true good

and more parental groups across the 
country are setting up drug study meet- 
ings which show films on the subject. If

City To File Suit 
Against Layne Co. 
For Well Damage 


Rolling Meadows will file a court suit 


against Layne Western Co. of Aurora for 
damages to a water well which services 
the southern section of the city. 


City Atty. Donald Rose was authorized 


by the city council Tuesday night to pro- 
ceed with the suit alleging that Layne 
Western Co. was negligent in handling 
the Job of sinking the well an additional 
800 feet. During the lowering process the 
motor was lodged into the bottom of the 
well and workers have been unable to 
remove it. 


The incident occurred about a month 


ago at the well No. 3 site on Central 
Road and the original contract for doing 
the work was $2,600, Since that time the 
city has received bills in excess of $9,000 
and the well is still inoperable. 


The suit comes after a meeting be- 


tween city officials and representatives 
of Layne Western this week. Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer said the company wanted 
$10,000 to attempt to salvage the motor 
from the depth of the well with no guar- 
antee the job can be done. 


"THEY TOLD US there is a fifty, fifty 


chance of removing the motor," Meyer 
told the city council. "And when they do 
get it up, it will cost eight to ten thou- 
sand for repairs." 


Meyer said all bills for removing the 


well and repairing it could add up to 
near $30,000. 


A resolution was presented to the city 


council by Aid. Stephen Eberhard that 
the $1.000 project to retrieve the well be 
approved because he said "a water 
shortage could occur" while the suit is 
pending. 


At present only one well services the 


entire southern section of Rolling Mead- 
ows and Supt. of Public Works James 
McFeggan said yesterday a "long, hot 
spell might cause a water shortage."

The well was being extended in lieu of 


drilling another well which will be 
needed in about five years because of a 
lowering water table. It would take about 
two years before another well can be- 
come operable. 


While the suit is pending, plans are 


being formulated to extend the water 
service to the southern section of Rolling 
Meadows by additional piping from an- 
other well. City Engr. James Muldowney 
said the work may be completed by this 
fall. Officials have estimated the addi- 
tional piping cost at near $50,000. 


Cost of a new well is estimated near

Eugenia Christopher realized that her 


job as housing director for the Northwest 
Opportunity Center was going to be a dif- 
ficult one, when she picked up a copy of 
the newspaper this week. 


A large story on the front page told of 


plans for a $10 million office complex in 
Rolling Meadows, while a smaller story 
adjacent reported that Miss Christopher 
would work with municipal officials in an 
attempt to gain low and moderate-in- 
come housing in the suburbs. 


She sighed. "If only we could get some 


of that money to put up a small apart- 
ment building." And she admitted that 
attempts to get that single apartment 
building aren't going to be easy. 


The 23-year-old Indiana University 


graduate assumed her duties as housing 
director for needy families who seek aid 
through the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows last week. 


WITH AN ACADEMIC major in Span- 


ish, she hopes to gain a home for some 
200 families who seek a place to live 
through the center each year. 


Her predecessors have found that try- 


ing to provide housing in this area that 
low-income families can afford is an al- 
most insurmountable task. Reports from 
the center stated that less than 10 per 
cent of the families could be placed last 
year and many must return to Mexico or 
Texas after a summer's work in land- 
scaping or farming in nearby commu- 
nities.

From The Library

With the announcement of President 


Nixon's plans to go to China in the near 
future, we hear discussions pro and con. 


Is your mind made ur or are you unde- 


cided? It might be of nterest to you to 
read some of the many books the library 
has on modern China. 


Edgar Snow, who made his home in 


China for twelve years, studied the coun- 
try and the language, lectured at the 
University of Peking, where he made 
friends with many of the students who 
are among China's leaders today. 


He was the only American writer ac- 


credited by the U. S. State Department 
and the Peking government to travel 
throughout Communist China, After re- 
visiting China in 1970, he has up-to-date 
information. He had interviews with 
Mao-Tse-tung and Premier Chou En-Lai. 
The title of this new book is 'Red China 
Today.' 


Gordon Bennett is assistant professor 


of government at the University of Texas 
and Ronald Montaperto is professor of 
Political Science at Indiana University. 
They encouraged Dia Hsaio-ai to record 
his story and assisted him in research to 
verify 
his recollections. Dia-Hsaio-ai 


turned 17 in May. 19B6, just as China's 
great proletarian cultural revolution be- 
gan. The title of the book is 'Red Guard' 
and is Dia's own story. 


•CHINA SINCE 1911,' written by 


George Moselay. is the drama of the 
world's moat populous nation struggling 
to adapt itself to the modern world. 
Some of the questions posed are: Is 
China bent on aagression? Does she aim 
at world revolution? What really are her 
relations with the Soviet Union? Since 
Oct. l. 1949. China has emerged as a po- 
tent force on the world stage. 


'Marshall in China.' Few people today 


realize just how close George Marshall 
came to actually making peace between 
Mao Tse-tung and Chiang Kai-shek in 
1948, a reconciliation that would have 
averted all our problems in Southeast 
Asia, not to mention the emergence of 
the greatest single threat to world peace. 
The author, John Robinson Beal, a jour- 
nalist was invited by Marshall to Join his 


mission "to keep Chiang out of trouble 
with the U.S."

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He used the example of Lassie. "Usu- 


ally when a television dog trainer loses a 
dog, he's lost. He doesn't know what he 
did with the first dog to get it to per- 
form. He has to go find another dog who 
can do the same trick." 


Eisenmann said this type of trainer 


blames the dog and not himself. 


"BUT IT IS THE trainer's fault," Eis- 


enmann said "When I lose a dog, I can 
use my method and have a dog attain a 
certain level within months." 


For Eisenmann, Lassie remains the 


classic example of training, as opposed 
to his method of educating the dog. 


"Lassie can open a door. She's trained 


to do that. But if they want a door 
closed, they have to get another dog," he 
said. 


He turned and commanded Thorn, the 


youngest dog, to behave. 


"For example, Thorn has been with 


me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If I put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,' he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog,' 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words. The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common 


sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal 


can do one thing, it can do others in its 
physical realm." 


He published a book in 1969, "Stop Sit 


and Think," to prove his point that any 
dog owner can get results from using his 
method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the 
dogs. 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of 


an animal, including a dog, is related to 
the amount of brain matter, the size of 
the animal and its environment. 


"I REFUTE 75 per cent of all that is 


published on dog training. I refute that 
you should strike a dog in any manner. 
Most dog bites come from how the dog is 
punished. You can create a pride dislike 
in the animal and it will rise like a sleep- 
walker, responding subconsciously." 


He held a special dislike for obedience 


training. "Obedience training gives a dog 
four words for the rest of his life. I am 
trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 
er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. His home is in Vancouver, British 
Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was time to 
make some more believers.

Plan Expansion 
Sought By State 


State plans for making improvements 


along McDonald Creek in 
Prospect 


Heights have been expanded. 


In addition to rebuilding a Soo Line R. 


R. bridge under which the creek flows 
near Euclid Avenue and Wolf Road, the 
Illinois Division of Waterways is plan- 
ning improvements downstream from 
there. 


The Illinois Division of Waterways 


(IDW) has planned for several months to 
build new culverts to channel the creek 
water under the railroad tracks as soon 
as money becomes available. John Gil- 
Ion. IDW chief engineer, announced 
recently that the division nov also plans 
to improve the creek downstream from 
there 


Both houses of the Illinois General As- 


sembly appropriated $115,000 earlier this 
summer for creek improvements. The 
money will not be available until Gover- 
nor Richard Ogilvie signs the appropria- 
tions bill. 


SINCE THE appropriations bill was 


first proposed in the spring of 1970, the 
state money has been earmarked for a 
new railroad culvert. Gillou said the 
state later decided to spend the money 
on two projects because "we will be 
working in that area anyway. When we 
tenr out the old railroad culvert we will 
also straighten the creek downstream. 
And we will raise the ground level along 
the creek bank." 


Gillou said representatives of his agen- 


cy plan to contact residents who live 
along a 400-foot-long stretch of creek 
south of the railroad culvert. The resi- 
dents may have to grant the state per- 
mission to work on their property. Dur- 
ing heavy rains the creek usually floods 
onto this property. 


Currently the IDW representatives are 


discussing construction of a new culvert 
with Soo Line officials. Gillou said, "we 
forwarded plans to them several weeks 
aeo for a new culvert. This month they 
told us they want some items in the 


plans changed. These changes will in- 
volve more money." 


It has not yet been determined who 


will pay the cost of the new culvert. Gil- 
lou said, "We will probably have to pay 
most of the cost, but we would like the 
Soo Line to pay some of it. This will be 
the last thing we negotiate. We have to 
wait until the governor signs the appro- 
priations bill." 


THE STATE'S attention was called to 


the flooding problems connected with the 
railroad culvert by the McDonald Creek 
Improvement Committee, suborganiza- 
tion of the Prospect Heights Old Town 
Sanitary District. Since the committee 
was formed in 1970, the residents have 
been urging the state to make long-term 
creek improvements. 


In the spring of 1969, the state legisla- 


ture allocated funds for an engineering 
study of the creek. Prior to that time a 
situation report of the creek was made 
by the state which included a capsule de- 
scription of creek drainage problems. 


Soon after the study was completed 


this spring, State Rep. Eugene Schlick- 
man, R-Arlington Heights, introduced the 
appropriations bill to the state legisla- 
ture. 


According to local residents, the rail- 


road culvert is only one of the areas in 
the creek which need improvement. They 
say additional appropriations bills will be 
needed in the future. 


Urban development in the area has al- 


tered the flood plain resulting in an in- 
creased flow of water along the creek. 
Many culverts, including the ones under 
the Soo Line bridge, and other structures 
in the creek are outdated and inadequate 
and debris and silt have clogged the 
stream. 


The IDW emergency maintenance 


crew has alleviated some of these prob- 
lems on a temporary basis. But residents 
say the flooding will not stop until full- 
scale improvements are made on the en- 
tire creek.

Show Must Go On—During Dog Days 


by TOM VON MALDER 


"Stay." 
The four German Shepherds backed, 


into the rear area of the station wagon. 
Their owner, Charles Eisenmann looked 
up at the sky. 


"It looks bad, but I haven't been rain- 


ed out of a show yet on this tour," Eisen- 
mann said. 


He began rearranging the shopping 


carts, making sure the connecting rope 
would keep out the expected audience. 


It began to rain. He picked up the mi- 


crophone, "The show will go on folks at 
1:30, rain or shine. Why don't you stand 
under the overhang in front of the store 
back there?" 


THE 20 OR SO persons who had gath- 


ered to see Eisenmann's dog show began 
to run toward the front of Dominick's 
Foodstore, one of the two sponsors of the 
performance and the Chicago-area tour. 
The other sponsor for Friday's appear- 
ance at Mount Prospect Plaza, Rand and 
Central roads, was a dog food company. 


It began to rain harder and Eisenmann 


turned on the incidental background mu- 
sic. 


The four dogs were now on the stage 


which folded out from a white trailer. 
They paced around, nuzzling their owner. 


"I've lost four dogs in the last three 


years," 
Eisenmann began. 
"But 
I 


haven't really lost anything." 


He used the example of Lassie. "Usu- 


ally when a television dog trainer loses a 
dog, he's lost. He "doesn't know what he 
did with the first dog to get it to per- 
form. He has to go find another dog who 
can do the same trick." 


Eisenmann said this type of trainer 


blames the dog and not himself. 


"BUT IT IS THE trainer's fault," Eis- 


enmann said. "When I lose a dog, I can 
use my method and have a dog attain a 
certain level within months." 


For Eisenmann, Lassie remains the 


classic example of training, as opposed 
to his method of educating the dog. 


"Lassie can open a door. She's trained 


to do that. But if they want a door 
closed, they have to get another dog," he 
said. 


He turned and commanded Thorn, the 


youngest dog, to behave. 


"For example, Thorn has been with 


me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If I put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,' he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog," 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words. The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common 


sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal 
can do one thing, it can do others in its 
physical realm." 


He published a book in 1969, "Stop Sit 


and Think," to prove his point that any 
dog owner can get results from using his 
method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the 


you should strike a dog in any manner. 
Most dog bites come from how the dog is 
punished. You can create a pride dislike 
in the animal and it will rise like a sleep- 
walker, responding subconsciously." 


He held a special dislike for obedience 


training. "Obedience training gives a dog 
four words for the rest of his life. I am 
trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 


er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. His home is in Vancouver, British 
Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was time to 
make some more believers. 


Village Bus Survey Ends 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of 


an animal, including a dog, is related to 
the amount of brain matter, the size of 
the animal and its environment. 


"I REFUTE 75 per cent of all that is 


published on dog training. I refute that 


Mount Prospect's villagewide survey 


on the need for a bus service here has 
ended, and the data is being turned over 
to the Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 
merce, the project's sponsor. 


The results of the survey and a recom- 


mendation on bus service for the village 
will be ready within the next two 
weeks, according to Chamber officials. 


The Chamber of Commerce sponsored 


the telephone survey, conducted by Har- 
per Junior College of marketing stu- 
dents, in an effort to determine the need 
for a bus service for the village. 


When the survey started, late in May, 


plans called for 1,000 households to be 
contacted by phone. The survey was to 
end June 5. However, according to Rich- 
ard Hughes, chairman of the chamber's 
transportation committee, that goal was 
not met. "We have made 600 calls, and 
that is about as many as we will make. 
We stretched the survey as far as we 


could timewise." The survey ended last 
week. 


Hughes said the lack of volunteers to 


make the calls was the reason that only 
600 of the anticipated 1,000 calls were 
made. "We had trouble with manpower 
because of summer vacations, and stu- 
dents getting off for the summer. This of- 
course was a volunteer project. No one 
at Harper got paid for their work." 


HUGHES SAID HE expected his com- 


mittee to have a recommendation ready 
for the Chamber's executive board "in 
the next 10 days to two weeks." He said 
the board will probably follow the com- 
mittee's recommendation. 


Terry Frakes, Chamber president, said 


yesterday that if the results of the sur- 
vey show a need for bus service in the 
village, the Chamber would approach the 
village board on the matter. Details of 
any bus service, he said would be 
worked out in cooperation with the 
board.

trip began, at least no one who will talk 
to police The boy. who cannot be identi- 
fied because of his age, was in serious 
condition in Lutheran General hospital 
yesterday and could not talk to police. 


Friends told police that the boy told 


them he had purchased drugs at the con- 
cert Tuesday. 


Police records quietly and dramatical- 


ly tell the rest of the story. 


11'31 p.m. Tuesday. A state trooper 


sees the boy lying in a ditch on the north 
side of Dundee Road near Cedar Lane. 
He is semi-conscious. The trooper calls 
Wheeling police. 


WHEN WHEELING policemen Earl 


Seul and Jerry Staszewski arrive, a boy 
and a girl are with the drugged youth. 
They say they tried to help him home 
from the concert after he took six to 
eight "bennies." Meanwhile, a private 
ambulance has taken the boy to Holy 
Family Hospital. 


12 25 a m. Wednesday. The boy's moth- 


er is contacted at work and told to come 
to the hospital. 


2:09 a.m. the boy is transferred to Lu- 


theran General Hospital where more ex- 
tensive drug treatment is available. 


2:27 a.m. The mother calls Wheeling 


police and tells them her son is "in 
serious condition and might not live." 
The doctors, she says, want to know just 
what drilg her son took. "If they knew," 
she says, "their chances of helping him 
would increase." The boy is now in in- 
tensive care. 


2.30 to 4:30 a.m Policemen Seul and 


Staszewski phone eight teenage friends 
of the boy trying to learn the name of the 
drug. 


4 a.m. The mother calls and says her 


son's condition "has not improved*" 


4:15 a.m. A boy, who says he was not 


involved, tells police he will check with 
friends about the incident. He calls back 
and says the boy took "Blue Angels" or 
"Heavenly Blues," perhaps a form of 
LSD. 


4:30 a.m. Police relay the information 


to the hospital. 


8:05 a.m. The mother calls police and 


says his "vital signs (pulse, respiration) 
have remained the same for the last 
couple of hours, indicating some prog- 
ress in his condition." 


Later yesterday, police continued to 


search for youths who may know more 
about the incident. The boy remained 
hospitalized in serious condition.

Old Red Fireplugs To Be 
Color Coded In Village 


The days of the old red fireplugs in 


Mount Prospect are numbered. 


About a year ago, the Mount Prospect 


Fire Department and the village's public 
works department began repainting the 
hydrants in the village. 


The first step was the fire depart- 


ment's. The top of each fire hydrant was 
color coded according to water main 
size. Hydrants connected to large water 
mains were painted green; those con- 
nected with medium mains, yellow; and 
those connected with small mains, red. 


The reason for the coding is to allow 


firemen, who have responded to a call, 
the chance to choose the larger main if 
there are more than one available. This 
will save firemen the need to look on a 


water map to see which main is larger. 


In addition, the public works people 


are changing the color of the hydrants 
from red to yellow. This will make the 
hydrants easier to see. The caps on the 
side of the hydrants are being painted 
with white reflective paint. 


Bill Weeks, of the public works depart- 


ment, said his department has budgeted 
$1,000 to paint 800 hydrants throughout 
the village. There are 1,200 hydrants in 
all. 


Weeks said the rest will be painted in 


the future. 


Fire Chief Larry Pairitz said the entire 


hydrant painting system is intended for 
better protection "but its purpose can be 
defeated 
by people 
growing 
shrubs 


around them."

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$1.45 Million 
Improved Water 
System Plan OKd 


A $1 45 million p r o g r a m will be 


launched to expand and improve Mount 
Prospect's water supply, storage and dis- 
tribution system. 


The village board voted unanimously 


to adopt the program at a special meet- 
ing last night. The list of improvements 
by the board were included in a report 
prepared last spring by Acting Village 
Engineer Bill McManamon. 


In his report. McManamon listed 23 


improvements he said were necessary to 
guarantee an adequate water supply for 
Mount Prospect. 


Besides an additional four million gal- 


lon storage capacity and additional 
wells, general maintenance on the sys- 
tem will be needed beginning this year 
and continuing for the next four to five 
years, according to the report. 


At its meeting last night, the board 


adopted all of McManamon's recommen- 
dations, with the exception of one well 
and storage facilities totaling two million 
gallons. 


Following its decision on the improve- 


ments, the board took up the matter of 
how to pay for the $1.45 million program. 
At Herald press time, no decision was 
made. 


In his report. McManamon had pointed 


out there is an "urgent" need for ex- 
panding the present water system and 
that this expansion "cannot be imple- 
mented within the present limitations of 
the financial resources of the water 
fund." 


Since 1965, the water system has been 


self-sustaining and independent of other 
taxing structures. Revenues from the 
system have been used in the past to 
maintain the system as well as to fi- 
nance repairs and improvements. 


However, according to village officials, 


the cost of expansion and improvements 
cannot be financed with the present rate 
structure. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert has advocated raising the water 
rate 20 cents from 55 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons to 75 cents. 


Trustee Daniel Ahern disagreed with 


Teichert on the means of raising funds 
for the improvements. He advocates in- 
cluding the costs connected with the wa- 
ter system in the village's property tax 
levy. He contends this would allow prop- 
erty owners larger deductions on their 
federal income tax (property tax can be 
deducted when figuring income tax) and 
thus would be cheaper overall to resi- 
dents than a rate increase would be. 


Bus Need Survey Ends; 
Recommendation Due Soon 


Mount Prospect's villagewide survey 


on the need for a bus service here has 
ended, and the data is being turned over 
to the Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 
merce, the project's sponsor. 


The results of the survey and a recom- 


mendation on bus service for the village 
will be ready within the next two 
weeks, according to Chamber officials. 


The Chamber of Commerce sponsored 


the telephone survey, conducted by Har- 
per Junior College of marketing stu- 
dents, in an effort to determine the need 
for a bus service for the village. 


When the survey started, late in May, 


plans called for 1,000 households to be 
contacted by phone. The survey was to 
end June 5. However, according to Rich- 
ard Hughes, chairman of the chamber's 
transportation committee, that goal was 
not met. "We have made 600 calls, and 
that is about as many as we will make. 
We stretched the survey as far as we 
could timewfae." The survey ended last 
week. 


Hughes said the lack of volunteers to 


make the calls was the reason that only 
600 of the anticipated 1,000 calls were 
made. "We had trouble with manpower 
because of summer vacations, and stu- 
dents getting off for the summer. This of 
course was a volunteer project. No one 
at Harper got paid for their work." 


HUGHES SAID HE expected his com- 


mittee to have a recommendation ready 
for the Chamber's executive board "in 
the next 10 days to two weeks." He said 
the board will probably follow the com- 
mittee's recommendation. 


Terry Frakes, Chamber president, said 


yesterday that if the results of the sur- 
vey show a need for bus service in the 
village, the Chamber would approach the 
village board on the matter. Details of 
any bus service, he said would be 
worked out in cooperation with the 
board. 


According to Hughes there are several 


ways of establishing a bus service in 
Mount Prospect. The first, and according 
to Hughes, the most preferable, would be 
to have a private bus firm set up a ser- 
vice in Mount Prospect. He has pointed 
out, however, that first the results of Lhe 
survey must show that the service would 
be financially self-sufficient operation. 


The second means is to set up some 


form of subsidy with village merchants 
making up any losses incurred by the 
service. The third way is to create a 
mass transportation district. This would 
have to be done for the entire area. 


Hughes said the Mount Prospect sur- 


vey has aroused interest in other com- 
munities. "Arlington Heights and Pala- 
tine have both expressed an interest in 
the results of our survey," he said. 


IN THE SURVEY participants were 


asked such things as which members of 
the family would use the bus if it was 
available. Questions also dealt with the 
frequency of use, what time of the day 
and the week it would be used, and what 
the destination would be. 


They were also questions as to what 


they considered a reasonable bus fare 
would be and whether they wuuld prefer 
discounts for children and senior citi- 
zens.

Show Must Go On — During Dog Days

"Stay." 
The four German Shepherds backed 


into the rear area of the station w»'gon. 
Their owner, Charles Eisenmann looked 
up at the sky. 


"It looks bad, but I haven't been rain- 


ed out of a show yet on this tour," Eisen- 
mann said. 


He began rearranging the shopping 


carts, making sure the connecting rope 
would keep out the expected audience. 


It began to rain. He picked up the mi- 


crophone, "The show will go on folks at 
1:30, rain or shine. Why don't you stand 
under the overhang in front of the store 
back there?" 


THE 20 OR SO persons who had gath- 


ered to see Eisenmann's dog show began 
to run toward the front of Dominick's 
Foodstore, one of the two sponsors of the 
performance and the Chicago-area tour. 
The other sponsor for Friday's appear- 
ance at Mount Prospect Plaza, Rand and 
Central roads, was a dog food company. 


It began to rain harder and Eisenmann 


turned on the incidental background mu- 
sic. 


The four dogs were now on the stage 


which folded out from a white trailer. 
They paced around, nuzzling their owner. 


"I've lost four dogs in the last three 


years," 
Eisenmann began. "But I 


haven't really lost anything." 


He used the example of Lassie. "Usu- 


ally when a television dog trainer loses a 
dog, he's lost. He doesn't know what he 
did with the first dog to get it to per- 
form. He has to go find another dog who 
can do the same trick." 


Eisenmann said this type of trainer 


blames the dog and not himself. 


"BUT IT IS THE trainer's fault," Eis- 


enmann said. "When I lose a dog, I can 
use my method and have a dog attain a 
certain level within months." 


For Eisenmann, Lassie remains the 


classic example of training, as opposed 
to his method of educating the dog. 


"Lassie can open a door. She's trained 


to do that. But if they want a door 
closed, they have to get another dog," he 
said. 


He turned and commanded Thorn, the 


youngest dog, to behave. 


"For example, Thorn has been with 


me three weeks. Already he can close 
doors and shake hands, play dead and 
crawl. But he is just trained, not edu- 
cated. If I put out my hand and say, 
'Shake hands,' he will. But if I put out 
my hand and say, 'You're a dumb dog,' 
he'll still shake hands." 


Eisenmann does not force his dogs. He 


first trains the dog to recognize a sound, 
associated with an object. 


"I FIRST TRAIN the dog to sound. I 


have the dog pick up something. Then I 
give him the word. Then I give him an- 
other word for the same object. Then it's 
another object. I have the dogs associate 
objects with sounds." 


London, who is nine years old and was 


the star of "The Littlest Hobo" television 
program, comprehends 5,000 words, Eis- 
enmann said. Venus, who is two, knows 
500 words. The fourth dog is Hobo, a 
four-year-old. 


"My theory is based on common 


sense," Eisenmann said. "If an animal 
can do one thing, it can do others in its 
physical realm." 


He published a book in 1969, "Stop Sit 


and Think," to prove his point that any 
dog owner can get results from using his 
method. The book is sold at perform- 
ances, as are 25 cent pictures of the 
dogs. 


Eisenmann believes the intelligence of 


an animal, including a dog, is related to 
the amount of brain matter, the size of' 
the animal and its environment. 


"I REFUTE 75 per cent of all that is 


published on dog training. I refute that 


you should strike a dog in any manner. 
Most dog bites come from how the dog is 
punished. You can create a pride dislike 
in the animal and it will rise like a sleep- 
walker, responding subconsciously." 


He held a special dislike for obedience 


training. "Obedience training gives a dog 
four words for the rest of his life. I am 
trying to raise the standard of the dog 
and I believe I am the first person in 
over 75 years to attempt this. One must 
go to the level of the animal being 
trained. Otherwise you may give it an 
inferiority complex." 


Eisenmann began educating dogs 24 


years ago when he was a baseball pitch- 


er, first for Memphis, then for the White 
Sox. His home is in Vancouver, British 
Columbia and he has seven more dogs 
there. 


"I breed and train all my own dogs but 


only bring the ones with the 'white 
masks' (face markings) with me on 
tour," he said. He tours from four to five 
months during the summer and has ap- 
peared on almost all the television talk 
shows. 


"People don't believe me until they ac- 


tually see the dogs perform," Eisenmann 
said, looking at his watch. It was still 
raining, but only lightly. It was time to 
make some more believers. 


Center Work Under Way

one step closer to opening its senior citi- 
zen drop-in center. 


Work has begun on the drop-in facility 


that will be located in the Mount Pros- 
pect Community Center, 600 See-Gwun 
Ave. The walls have been painted and 
park district officials said yesterday the 
center will open sometime in early fall. 


The center will consist of a sitting and 


reading room, a craft and sewing room, 
a game room and a bathroom. The 
rooms were made available in May when 
park district officials moved their offices 
to Lions Park Recreation Center, 411 S. 
Maple St. 


A stove, refrigerator and sink donated 


by the Illinos Range Co. have been in- 
stalled in one of the rooms. The center 
will also have a television set. 


Currently work is being done to make

Old Red Fireplugs To Be 
Color Coded In Village 


The days of the old red fireplugs in 


Mount Prospect are numbered. 


About a year ago, the Mount Prospect

works department began repainting the

The first step was the fire depart- 


ment's The top of each fire hydrant was 
color coded according to water mam 
size Hydrants connected to large water 
mains were painted green, those con- 
nected with medium mains, yellow; and 
those connected with small mains, red. 


The reason for the coding is to allow 


firemen, who have responded to a call, 
the chance to choose the larger main if 
there are more than one available This 
will save firemen the need to look on a 


water map to see which main is larger. 


In addition, the public works people 


are changing the color of the hydrants 
from red to yellow This will make the 
hydrants easier to see The caps on the 
side of the hydrants are being painted 
with white reflective paint. 


Bill Weeks, of the public works depart- 


ment, said his department has budgeted 
$1,000 to paint 800 hydrants throughout 
the village. There are 1,200 hydrants in 
all 


Weeks said the rest will be painted in 


the future 


Fire Chief Larry Pairitz said the entire 


hydrant painting system is intended for 
better protection "but its purpose can be 
defeated 
by people growing shrubs 


around them "

preliminary steps to do away with the 
utility tax in favor of a more equitable 
form of taxation during a finance com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday night. 


He recommended that Village Atty. 


Jack Siegel draw up a pilot ordinance 
providing a fire per cent excise tax on 
the sale of utilities, with exemptions for 
governmental agencies and charitable in- 
stitutions and a provision for a lower col- 
lection fee for the utility companies. 


The savings, which he figures will be 


one half of one per cent, will result from 
n lower collection fee. he said. 


Since the utility tax was enacted Jan. 


1. residents have been ta*ed on five per 
rent of their gas. electric and telephone 
hills. Adding in the commission charged 
by utility companies for collecting the 
taxes, however, residents are actually 
paying tax on about 5.6 per cent of their 
total bills. Palmatier said. 


STATE REGULATIONS permit utility 


companies to charge "what I consider to 
be high" commissions on collecting the 
tax and then paying the village, Palm- 
atier said in describing one of the dis- 
advantages of the tax. 


Another disadvantage of the present

committee will review it with representa- 
tives of the utility companies. 


"I think we should call in the utilities 


to talk about its feasibility, to explore its 
legality and forestall any possible litiga- 
tion we may get into with them," Palm- 
atier said. 


If approved, the proposed excise tax 


"would be lower and more equitably 
spread," he added. 


The existing utility tax was adopted 


through an ordinance which also pro- 
vided for an increase of eight cents per 
thousand gallons of water used. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have estimated 


that the utility tax would raise between 
$900,000 to $1 million a year, and the wa- 
ter rate increase would produce an addi- 
tional $136,000, 


The additional funds are being and will 


be used to finance various capital im- 
provement programs, including several 
major improvements in the village water 
system, construction of the municipal 
building addition and the purchase of a 
landfill incinerator.

The executive director of the Cook 


County Housing Authority (CCHA) will 
be one of two invited guests at tonight's 
meeting of the low and moderate-income 
housing study committee. 


The committee, which includes mem- 


bers of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board and Plan Commission, will meet 
at 8 in the Municipal Building, 33 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


Victor Walchirk, former assistant to 


the executive director and later pro- 
moted to the head of CCHA, is scheduled 
to attend the meeting and answer com- 
mittee members' questions. Walchirk is 
the former housing assistance attorney 
for the U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


The second guest at the meeting will 


be Orton Keyes, the former executive di- 
rector of the Rockford Housing Author- 
ity. Keyes is presently a federal-state 
program coordinator with the office of 
housing and buildings. This office is a 
part of the local government affairs de- 
partment of the State of Illinois, 


KEYES SERVED as the first director 


of the Rockford authority when it was 
formed. The authority was one of the 
first c«mmunities in the country to devel- 
op a program using the scattered site 
concept for housing. The Rockford proj- 


ects includes mostly single-family homes 
and duplexes. 


W a 1 c h i r k ' s agreement to attend 


tonight's meeting will mark the second 
time he has met with Arlington Heights 
elected officials. 


In April of 1970, Walchirk met with 


members of the village board to discuss 
low-income housing for the elderly. At 
that time, Walchirk explained the pro- 
gram would be federally assisted and 
would require no monetary outlay by Ar- 
lington Heights. 


An application for funds for an Arling- 


ton Heights project was made in May, 
1970, following passage of a resolution by 
the village board allowing the CCHA to 
act as an agent for the village. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said yester- 


day local officials have been told no 
funds are immediately available, but the 
request is still pending. 


During a survey of residents conducted 


by the village last summer, 250 people 
expressed an interest in living in housing 
for elderly residents. 


THE PROPOSAL for low-income hous- 


ing for the elderly has no connection with 
plans by the Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corporation (MHDC) to build 
moderate-income housing on the land ad- 
jacent to St. Viator High School in Ar- 


lington Heights. MHDC's proposal for re- 
zoning to allow a multi-family complex 
on 15 acres of land has been recommend- 
ed for denial by the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission. 


A special meeting of the Arlington 


Heights Village Board is expected to be 
called for early this fall to vote on 
MHDC's rezoning request. 


CCHA developed low-rent apartment 


buildings for senior citizens in Niles in 
1968. The authority is also acting as the 
agent for the City of Des Plaines in de- 
veloping housing for senior citizens. 


A loan of $50,000 which cleared the way 


for development of a low-income project 
in Des Plaines was approved by the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment in March of this year 


AS PROPOSED, the development will 


be operated by the CCHA when it is 
completed. 


Members of the low and moderate-in- 


come housing study committee decided 
at its meeting July 15 to ask for guest 
speakers who were fcnowledgable about 
housing authorities. Walchirk and Keyes 
were contacted and agreed to appear at 
tonight's meeting. 


The study committee was formed by 


the village board early this year to study 
the! need for housing in Arlington 


Heights. In addition to hearing from 
housing authority and zoning experts, 
committee members will be holding -pub- 
lic hearings to allow realtors, residents 
and others do express their opinions on 
the need for housing. 


At its meeting earlier this month, the 


committee set a target date of Oct. 15 for 
presenting its report to the village board.

Incinerator 
Financing 
Discussed 


Investigation of methods of financing a 


massive $4.75 million incinerator pro- 
posed for Arlington Heights will continue 
following action Tuesday by the village 
board's finance committee. 


Village administrators were directed 


by the committee to continue discussions 
with representatives of John Nuveen and 
Co., a municipal bonding company from 
Chicago which has been employed by the 
village in the past. The action came after 
the committee reviewed Nuveen's of- 
fer for a "free" financing proposal. 


The company offered to formulate a 


free proposal for financing the cost, pro- 
viding it could have the exclusive rights 
to buy bonds which the village may even- 
tually issue. 


The company's asking for exclusive 


rights was "the one thing I dislike about 
the proposal," according to committee 
chairman Frank Palmatier. "Usually, 
we bid and go with the lowest interest 
rate." 


THE BONDING company's proposal 


for financing suggests the issuing of rev- 
enue bonds, a method of paying off the 
cost solely through revenue from refuse 
collection bills. However, this method is 
only one of several ways to finance the 
project, according to Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson. 


Hanson said the company has been 


asked to investigate other methods of fi- 
nancing, including the use of utility tax 
funds and lease-purchase agreements. 


The village is also discussing applying 


for federal funds which could cut about 
$1 million off the total cost of the project, 
Hanson said. 


The village manager said he expects to 


be holding meetings with Nuveen and Co. 
representatives shortly because the in- 
cinerator "is needed right away" to in- 
crease the life of the landfill site. 


Hanson estimated the 56-acre landfill 


site at Nichols and Schaefer roads in ex- 
treme northern Arlington Heights has 
about six years of use left if an in- 
cinerator is not built. The site is about' 
one-quarter mile north of Dundee Road 
and about a half mile west of Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


By adding the incinerator to the gar- 


bage disposal process, the length of the 
landfill's life could be extended by 10 to 
12 years, according to official estimates. 


THE INCINERATOR, which would in- 


clude a 250-foot chimney, could dispose 
of 400 tons of refuse per day, according 
to a report on the incinerator prepared 
by a consulting engineer. The report 
stated the operation would not violate 
pollution control laws. 


The proposed incinerator plant would 


take about two years to be built and con- 
sist of two furnaces operating at about 
1,200 degrees. 


One of the sidelights of the project is 


that residue left after garbage is burned 
could be sold as fill or for material used 
in road construction work. 
; 


Income also could be derived from the, 


operation by selling steam produced by. 
the furnaces to nearby industries and by 
charging other communities for using the 
incinerator.

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Drug Ovsrdose Nearly Kills Boy 
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As the music of "The Grassroots" 


blared through the Wheeling High School 
fieldhouse Tuesday night, a 15-year-old 
boy began a trip that nearly ended in his 
death. 


No one knows exactly how the drug 


trip began, at least no one who will talk 
to police. The boy, who cannot be identi- 
fied because of his age, was in serious 
condition in Lutheran General hospital 
yesterday and could not talk to police. 


Friends told police that the boy told 


them he had purchased drugs at the con- 
cert Tuesday. 


Police records quietly and dramatical- 


ly tell the rest of the story. 


11:31 p.m. Tuesday. A state trooper 


sees the boy lying in a ditch on the north 
side of Dundee Road near Cedar Lane. 
He is semi-conscious. The trooper calls 
Wheeling police. 


WHEN WHEELING policemen Earl 


Seul and Jerry Staszewski arrive, a boy 
and a girl are with the drugged youth. 
They say they tried to help him home 
from the concert after he took six to 
eight "bennies." Meanwhile, a private 
ambulance has taken the boy to Holy 
Family Hospital. 


12:25 a.m. Wednesday. The boy's moth- 


er is contacted at work and told to come 
to the hospital. 


2:09 a.m. the boy is transferred to Lu- 


theran General Hospital where more ex- 
tensive drug treatment is available. 


2:27 a.m. The mother calls Wheeling 


police and tells them her son is "in 
serious condition and might not live." 
The doctors, she says, want to know just 
what drug her son took. "If they knew," 
she says, "their chances of helping him 
would increase." The boy is now in in- 
tensive care. 


2:30 to 4:30 a.m. Policemen Seul and 


Staszewski phone eight teenage friends 
of the boy trying to learn the name of the 
drug. 


4 a.m. The mother calls and says her 


son's condition "has not improved." 


4:15 a.m. A boy, who says he was not 


involved, tells police he will check with 
friends about the incident. He calls back 
and says the boy took "Blue Angels" or 
"Heavenly Blues," perhaps a form of 
LSD. 


4:30 a.m. Police relay the information 


to the hospital. 


8:05 a.m. The mother calls police and 


says his "vital signs (pulse, respiration) 
have remained the same for the last 
couple of hours, indicating some prog- 
ress in his condition." 


Later yesterday, police continued to 


search for youths who may know more 
about the incident. The boy remained 
hospitalized in serious condition.

Duffy Kilrain Going 
Home Within A Week?

As a newcomer to Arlington Heights, it 


was probably inevitable that at some 
point during my first couple of weeks I 
would jot down a few first impressions of 
this village and the people who live here. 


It's not an altogether easy task, for de- 


spite the frequently heard criticism of 
plastic suburban homogeneity, my initial 
reactions have been quite varied and not 
overly well-suited to sweeping general- 
ization. 


But spurred on by intrepidity and 


mindful that first impressions are not al- 
ways lasting impressions, I offer the fol- 
lowing scattered observations on the 
"city of good neighbors." 


The first thing one notices if he drives 


into town every morning about nine 
o'clock and leaves in the evening around 
six as I do, is that Arlington Heights is a 
commuter stop. 


I suppose every cliche I'd ever heard 


or read about the "bedroom community" 
rushed into mind the first morning I sat 
waiting in front of the gate which had 
descended across Evergreen Avenue in 
front of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Rwy. tracks. But it wasn't long before I 
realized there was as much more to Ar- 
lington Heights than just a train station 
and access to the Northwest Tollway. 


A SIMPLE THING like a walk up 


Campbell Street was a brick and mortar 
reminder that the village has a past as 
well as a present, a central business dis- 
trict as well as ranch-styled subdivisions. 


An evening with a heated audience of 


homeowners, who cheered and booed mo- 
tions of the plan commission as if they 
were fourth down plays in a football 
game proved that Arlington Heights was 
no haven for the silent majority. 


And a joint session of the mayor's 


youth council and the village trustees in- 
dicated a healthy willingness to explore 
new solutions to the unique problems of 
Arlington Heights' younger residents. 
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In many ways Arlington Heights seems 


to be coming of age as a community. 
Some of its most pressing problems have 
started to shift away from new roads, 
sewers, sidewalks and other physical 
needs to questions of a more human di- 
mension 
involving minorities, drugs, 


ecology, individualized instruction in the 
schools and nonpumtive counseling ser- 
vices, just to name a few. 


At this point, the exact nature of the 


village's response to these new chal- 
lenges is not clear. But Arlington Heights 
is a community of achievement, and 
even a newcomer quickly senses that 
people here are accustomed to solving 
their problems. 


Expressions of apathy and helplessness 


which one runs into with distressing fre- 
quency in many other places are virtual- 
ly unknown here. 


Estimates are that 140,000 people will 


eventaully call Arlington Heights their 
home. That will undoubtedly bring many 
changes to this village and create new 
pressures and old concepts. 


BUT THE CHANGES, like the 70,000 


additional residents, won't all arrive to- 
morrow. The village has already begun 
to plan for its future with a new master 
plan currently under study. Wisely it will 
include the opinions and observations of 
a random sample survey of 2,000 resi- 
dents. 


Jut it will take more than maps, ordi- 


nances and zoning regulations to master 
new demands which have only just begun 
to emerge. Beneath these legal aides will 
have to lie a fundamental human willing- 
ness to experiment with new ideas, ac- 
cept new faces and reform past prej- 
udices. 


Arlington Heights is a village on the 


move. And my first weeks here have led 
me to believe that its residents and gov- 
ernors are thoroughly committed to 
steering it in the right direction. 


Duffy Kilrain may be going home soon, 


although doctors at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center, where the 13-year-old 
accident victim is a patient, are unable 
to say yet whether he will be discharged 
within a week. 


Today marks the end of Duffy's eighth 


full week in the hospital. For about the 
first two weeks he remained unconscious 
in the hospital's intensive care unit, list- 
ed in critical and then serious condition. 


Since Duffy regained consciousness, 


and after surgery for a ruptured spleen, 
he has progressed at a varying rate, 
sometimes showing marked improve- 
ment and other times appearing to have 
reached a plateau. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. W. Hogy of 


Higgins Road near Harrington Road, 
Duffy was struck by a car June 4 near 
his home. 


LAST WEEK hospital officials oegan 


working on physical and mental therapy, 
teaching him to walk again and testing 
him psychologically to determine how 
much damage his head injury might 
have caused. 


Duffy began by walking with assis- 


tance, support in case he should fall. He 
now is walking by himself, said hospital 
officials, although they make sure a 
nurse or aide stays at his elbow, because 
he is still "shaky." 


Psychologists are working with Duffy 


to test his memory. His mother said yes- 
terday he remembers few things that 
were familiar to him before the accident, 
and only some of what happened to him 
since the accident. Although he has been 
told about the accident several times, he 
does not remember later what happened 
to him. 


"Physically he is doing very well. 


Mentally he's got a long way to go," said 
Mrs. Hogy.

Mrs. Hogy thought Duffy would be trans- 
ferred to a rehabilitation center in Chi- 
cago before going home. Since then, doc- 
tors have told her Duffy will be allowed 
to go straight home, and may be re- 
leased within the next several days. She 
does not know if he will require formal 
therapy sessions once he is discharged 
from the hospital. 


A few weeks ago, doctors encouraged 


interested persons to send Duffy cards at 
the hospital. Now he also may receive 
gifts.

At MacArthur, the builders are now 


working on the new gym being added to 
the west side of the present structure. A 
line of locker and shower rooms and an 
office for physical education teachers is 
being built along both sides of the gym. 
A hallway separates the north side of the 
new gym from the old west wing of 
classrooms. One of these classrooms is 
being remodeled into storage areas and 
an extension of the new hallway. 


The new gym is joined to the 200-seat 


theater by a stage that opens to both the 
gym and the theater. On the east, the 
theater opens to a hallway, now under 
construction, which will connect with 
existing hallways on the north and south 
sides of the present building. Part of the 
outdoor courtyard in the center of the 
school was used for the new hallway. 


Both new hallways lead to the old gym 


and stage area now being converted into 
a resource center (library), a reading 
laboratory and a teachers' preparation 
room. The stage in the old gym is being 
made into two seminar rooms, which will 
be used weekly by each teacher. A 
nurse's office, audio-visual equipment 
storage area and audio visual director's 
office and a library coordinator's office 
are being built in the former girls' locker 
room. The boys' locker room is being 
converted into a workroom for library 
clerks and a storage area. 


THE SECOND STORY of the old gym 


will include two art rooms and three lan- 
guage arts rooms. 


The old library on the east side of the 


building is being divided into two class- 
rooms. One room will be used as a study 
hall until the district can afford to offer a 
typing course. The other room will be 
used as a mathematics laboratory. 


The old band room is being remodeled 


as a home economics class and will be 
equipped for sewing and cooking classes 
in February. However, the district can- 
not afford to teach the two courses dur- 
ing this school year, and as a result the 
rooms will be used for other purposes 
temporarily. 


Mechanical design and industrial arts 


classrooms are being installed in the old 
art room on the south side of the build- 
ing. The two rooms will be equipped in 
February but the district cannot afford 
to pay a teacher for these subjects at 
this time. 


At Sullivan, biilders are making the 


front, original part of the school into ad- 
ministrators' offices and a conference 
room. The remodeling includes lowering 
the ceilings and dividing the classrooms. 


The all-purpose room being added to

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Takeoffo Safe? 
FAA Won't Know 
Answer For Year 


The Federal Aviation Administration 


recently began a study of noise-reducing 
takeoff procedures for jets using O'Hare 
Airport, a move that anti-noise groups 
and Des Plaines officials have urged for 
more than two years. 


The procedure — in which pilots re- 


duce engine speed after reaching 1,500 
feet — and use steeper landing patterns 
were found to reduce aircraft noise to 
below the 1965 levels by the recently re- 
leased O'Hare ah* noise pollution study 
by the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission (NIPC). 


The FAA expects to know within the 


next year if reduced power takeoffs 
would be safe and effective for O'Hare, 
according to Neal Callahan, FAA com- 
munity relations man. 


Last summer, in letters to Des Plaines 


officials and in statements to the Herald, 
Callahan said reduced power take-offs 
probably wouldn't be effective at O'Hare 
because the noise reduction wouldn't be 
large enough, and take-offs would still be 
made over residential areas. He also 
said that at airports where the procedure 
is used, sparcely populated "safety"

Aid. Robert Michaels (8th) of Des 


Plaines yesterday said reduced power 
take-offs have been in use for several 
years at the major airports in Washing- 
ton D.C., New York and Minneapolis, 
and have been found effective and safe. 


He said this procedure would reduce 


noise in his ward on the west side of the 
city, by 50 per cent. Des Plaines area 
problems with noise and air pollution 
may increase sharply, because of pro- 
posed additional runways, Michaels said. 


CALLAHAN TOLD the Herald this 


week that "you just don't start a new 
procedure at the world's busiest airport, 
because of potential safety problems, 
including flights over heavily populated 
areas. 


"It may be that because of so much 


regularity of flight such a procedure 
would not be effective," he said. At peak, 
O'Hare received 1,900 flights a day, but 
because of the business recession only 
1,650-1,700 flights are now being handled 
daily. 


So far, he said, the FAA study has 


shown the proposed procedure to be ef- 
fective. The FAA is moving as fast as it 
can to reduce noise, without sacrificing 
safety, he said. 


He also said that some airlines have 


begun to use more powerful, quieter jets, 
such as the DC-10. 


Aid. Michaels said it would take 15 to 


20 years before DC-10's are used on the 
majority of flights from O'Hare. Reduc- 
tion of flights to 1,650 to 1,700 a day 
means that plane* take off and land at a 
rate of one every 45 seconds instead of 
one every 32 seconds at peak use. 


The FAA has known that reduced 


power-take-off is safe and effective since 
it ran tests hi 1967 at Wallops Island 
Va., in cooperation with the airlines and 
the National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration, Michaels said. 


This procedure "has been in effect at 


Minneapolis, New York and Washington, 
D.C. for years, and the adoption here is 
long overdue," he said. 


Over his ward, use of the reduced pow- 


er take-off would cut noise from 106 to 94 
decibles, which would cut the noise in 
half, he said. 


COMMENTING ON the NIPC report, 


which predicted higher noise levels from 
O'Hare because of more flights, Michaels 
said that Des Plaines is already suffer- 
ing too much from present noise and air 
pollution. 


Parts of Des Plaines are in a constant 


haze because 88 pounds of pollutants are 
dumped from airplanes everytime there 
is a take-off or landing, he said. 


The northwest and southwest runways 


affecting Des Plaines are the most heavi- 
ly used runways at O'Hare, and the air- 
port master plan includes building paral- 
lel runways in the future, he said. 


He said the FAA has been unfair to 


Des Plaines, and overly favorable to 
Park Ridge in limiting flights over the 
Park Ridge area from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m, 
a move to reduce noise over several hos- 
pitals. 


Michaels pointed out that other hospi- 


tals exist on the northwest runway air- 
lane, and these are ignored. He feels the 
FAA "has been less than candid" in dis- 
cussing its noise-reduction efforts.

A youth pops a pill he purchased from

Hours later, he is wheeled into a hospi- 


tal emergency room, delirious from the 
effects of an unknown drug. Doctors 
make a call to the Forest Hospital Tox- 
icology Laboratory in Des Plaines. Soon, 
the drug will be identified and proper 
treatment can begin. 


Forest Hospital's modern drug analysis 


laboratory is unique in the northwest 
suburban area and one of several in the 
state. It has been run since February by 
chief toxicology chemist Mary Wisdom, a 


medical technologist and member of the 
National Registry of the American 
Society of Clinical Pathologists. 


Mrs. Wisdom said the lab has already 


received hundreds of requests from hos- 
pitals, clinics, schools, physicians, police 
departments and industry to analyze le- 
gal and illegal drugs, household products 
and other potentially toxic or poisonous 
materials. 


"Toxicology is the investigation and 


study of any foreign substance in the 
body," said Mrs. Wisdom, who has bach- 
elor's and master's degrees from Ala- 
bama's Auburn University. "We use

According to Dr. Robert Simon, direc- 


tor of medical services at Forest, a pri- 
vate psychiatric hospital, there are more 
than 2,000 drugs in this country which 
are available to the population and these 
drugs are used in more than 10,000 com- 
binations. 


THE FACILITIES of the Forest lab, 


Dr. Simon said, "can, to a varying ex- 
tent, analyze all of these drugs as well as 
various poisons and drugs which have 
lately been widely abused." 


Mrs. Wisdom described her toxicology 


work as investigative as well as clinical. 
"It's a constant process of improvising 
— looking for drug combinations as well 
as the amount of the drug that's pre- 
sent," she said. "In fact, most of it is 
investigative because we have no clinical 
backgrounds for many of the patients. 


"We do general 
screening, which 


means we identify drug classes like nar- 
cotics, barbiturates and amphetamines 
by extracting the drug from urine speci- 
mens," she said. "We analyze specific 
drugs as well as detect, in general, any 
and all foreign substances present in the 
body." 


Mrs. Wisdom was trained for drug 


analysis at the state toxicology lab in 
Alabama. She has been at Forest since 
last August and is now training full-time 
and part-time lab assistants. 


The laboratory is filled with sophis-

Noise Study 
Could Help 
Sewage Fight 


The City of Des Plaines will use find- 


ings of the O'Hare airport noise pollution 
study, made public Monday to bolster its 
case against construction of a sewage 
treatment plant near a residential area 
on the city's west side. 


City officials, who have argued that the 


proposed plant will add "dramatically" 
to the noise and air pollution now caused 
by airplanes at the proposed Oakton 
Street and Elmhurst Road site, will use 
findings of the report, which predict 
higher noise levels from O'Hare by 1975. 


The officials will appear before a com- 


mittee of the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning 
Commission 
(NIPC) 
to argue 


against a favorable recommendation for 
$4 million in federal funds to construct 
sewer connections from the plant to 
Mount Prospect, Des Plaines and parts 
of unincorporated Elk Grove Village. 


THE EXECUTIVE committee of the 


regional planning agency decided in mid- 
July to defer NIPC recommendation on 
the sewers until Des Plaines had a 
chance to prove its case against in- 
creased pollution at the site. The recom- 
mendation was deferred on a motion by 
Floyd Fulle, NIPC commissioner, and 
committeeman of the Maine Township 
Republican Organization. 


The city, which waged an unsuccessful 


six-year court battle against construction 
of the plant, was not given a hearing 
when a NIPC committee decided in June 
to recommend $26.4 million in federal 
funds and $12 million hi state funds to 
help finance the $48 million Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSD) plant itself, on a 
104-acre site in Des Plaines. A favorable 
NIPC recommendation is considered es- 
sential for federal grant approval. 


MSD officials say the plant, which 


would process 48 million gallons of sew- 
age daily, is necessary to accommodate 
waste needs of the area. The city has 
claimed that the plant would create ob- 
noxious odors in a residential area, and 
would cut off possible tax revenues if the 
site were developed privately. 


The noise pollution report, created by 


NIPC and funded by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Renewal and 
the Department of Transportation, in- 
dicated that a larger area of Des Plaines 
would be affected by airplane noise by 
1975, if no action were taken. 


"TO ADD TO this air pollution any- 


thing additional which might come from 
the proposed sewage treatment plant, 
must 
be considered criminal," Des 


Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel wrote last 
week to the Illinois Pollution Board. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) said suppor- 


ters of the plant construction could argue 
that since the area is already highly pol- 
luted, more pollution wouldn't be detri- 
mental. 


However, he points out more than 


12,000 people now live within a mile and 
a half of the proposed plant site, and 
"they aren't about to move." 


The NIPC pollution study showed that 


if no steps are taken to abate O'Hare 
noise by 1975, only highly insulated 
apartments would be able to protect resi- 
dents of the area around the proposed 
site, from the harmful din. 


The proposed site is under the glide 


path of one of the busiest runways at 
O'Hare, Abrams said.

tlcated equipment such as spectropho- 
tometer and the gas chromatograph, 
both used for identifying drugs. 


The spectrophometer draws a molecu- 


lar picture of the drug according to the 
amount of light it absorbs. From that 
picture. Mrs Wisdom can classify the 
drug into a general category. 


Then the gas chromatograph converts 


the drug to a gas and its identity can be 
pinpointed by judging the time it takes 
for the gas to travel through the ma- 
chine. 


Mrs. Wisdom said the laboratory was 


first planned for use specifically in (he 
hospital's drug abuse program. "But it 
was such a large investment and the fa- 
cilities are so limited in the state that we 
soon decided to extend our services to 
the communities," she said. 


"Now 
we operate on a 24-hour basis. 


We will do toxicology work for anyone in 
some kind of authoritative position," she 
said. 


"IN OTHER WORDS, most of our calls 


come from hospitals or police depart- 
ments rather than from individuals. Usu- 


ally the individuals will go to the hospi- 
tals first anyway. And we have calls 
from drug counselors, ministers, private 
doctors, employers, lawyers and col- 
leges," Mrs. Wisdom said. 


"We don't want to be in the position of 


telling anyone what to do, say if we 
identified some heroin or some other ille- 
gal drug. That's why we normally don't 
take cases from individuals," she said. 


"Our job is only to identify the un- 


known drug. Then the proper medical, 
legal or educational actions can be taken

MS WINK at 748 HE SHEET 


by the proper people," Mrs.

"When we first receive a call, we usu- 


ally request a blood or a urine sample or 
both. If a person's stomach has been 
pumped, we can also analyze gastric ma- 
terials," she said. 


"If it's a case of a child getting into 


the medicine cabinet, we request to have 
what's left of the medicine he took or the 
vials he took it from," she said. 


"This kind of service is so limited to 


people. Although the state toxicology lab 
has the same kind of equipment that we 
do, they can only use theirs for certain 
law enforcement investigations," she 
said. 


IT'S NOT unusual for Mary Wisdom to 


be awakened by a telephone call during 
the night asking her to identify an un- 
known drug. "I got a call at 5 a.m. Sun- 
day from a police department," she said. 
"The policeman who called had been 
working since 2 a.m. He said he had let 
me sleep as long as he could." 


"We've had to work from at least eight 


hospitals and a lot of it has been through 
the emergency room," she said 


"We also do work for local police who 


arrest intoxicated people or suspected 
drug pushers. Most of the emergency 
work turns out to be barbiturates and we 
find a lot of LSD tablets which can be 
later used as evidence in court," Mrs. 
Wisdom said. 


She said she has also found crushed 


aspirin which had been sold as cocaine 
and vitamins which were thought to be 
hallucinogenic drugs. 


"When you stop and consider all the 


drugs which are available and the high 
number of them which are harmful and 
are abused, you realize the toxicology 
laboratory is a potent weapon in fighting 
the damage done to the users," Mrs. 
Wisdom said. 


"There is all that one person can do 


here in the lab. we're busy identifying 
the unknown every minute of the day," 
she said.

Dr. Middleton will appear next Thurs- 


day in criminal court, where Judge Rob- 
ert Downing is scheduled to rule on Gen- 
son's claim that the grand jury county 
that indicted Middleton was prejudiced 
by pre-trial publicity.

Women's Lib Goes Into Orbit 


by LEE MUELLER 


CALGARY, Alberta, Canada - (NBA) 


— Women's rights advocates have been 
agitating recently for the creation of that 
marvelous, long-awaited American hero, 
the Lady Astronaut. This is the same 
group, of course, that has been arguing 
that the face in the moon's surface be- 
longs to a women. They ask: "Sure, the 
U. S. space program has proven men can 
survive on the moon, but how about Ger- 
maine Greer?" 


No doubt, there are women among us 


who probably deserve to be sent to the 
moon. But officials at NASA contend 
that, among other things, no American 
female has the proper background, pro- 
per experience or proper physique for 
piloting moon missiles. 


To be sure, there are thousands of 


women pilots around, but most male pi- 
lots win tell you they fly contraptions ob- 
solete since Eddie Rickenbacker was a 
kid. 


"YOU SORT OF expect the plane's 


desination to be readable on a crankable 
sign above the windshield," said an air- 
lines pilot here. "Most women pilots 
think being an astronaut is as simple as 
riding a skyrocket. They think an astro- 
naut climbs in, buckles his seat belt, 
points the nose at the moon and lights 
the fuse. It ain't like that, girls," 


Such admonitions are 
unnecessary, 


however. There are 45 men in NASA's 
astronaut stable and no plans for addi- 
tions. Besides, the Apollo program has 
only two more flights before the space 
center turns its attention in 1973 toward 
establishing "Skylab," an orbital work- 
shop. After that, the next venture will be 


"Space Shuttle" in 1978 — a kind of air- 
plane transport between Skylab and 
earth. 


"The personnel riding back and forth 


on the shuttle will be scientists," offered 
an NASA spokesman. "Some of them 
might be women who have qualified as 
scientists." (Or maybe, do you think, 
stewardesses?) 


AT ANY RATE, there appears little 


hope for a "manned" flight program 
which will include ladies — not for a 
while, anyway. NASA can spout the rea- 
sons: 


—Apollo spaceships are not designed to 


allow for the biological differences be- 
tween men and women. 


—There is no room aboard spacecraft 


for the "modicum of privacy" required 
by women, whatever that is. 


—"At the present time," said the 


spokesman, "piloting skill is a chief con- 
sideration . . . as long as primary re- 
quirements include being a graduate of a 
test pilot school and having 2,000 hours of 
jet flying time, it will be difficult for 
women to qualify as astronauts." 


Some women are working on it. 
FEMALE JET PILOTS Genie Cobb 


and Jacqueline Cochran have long 
preached for distaff spacemen. Several 
women reportedly applied as nonpiloting 
scientist-astronauts but were screened 
out. 


Other women are just fed up with it. 
"I think it's about time they started 


involving women in the space program," 
said Mrs. Cleo Sherbow of Baltimore. "I 
don't see why they haven't started 
grooming some women astronauts. Sure- 
ly, there must be some girls in the 20-30 


age bracket in this country who could 
qualify." 


Mrs. Sherbow was a contestant here in 


the recent Powder Puff Derby, a trans- 
continental airplane race for women 
sponsored by a cigarette company (Vir- 
ginia Slims). 


"IF THOSE CIGARETTE people are 


thinking about promoting women as as- 
tronauts, they'd better expand on their 
slogan a little," observed a female flyer 
from Seattle. "Something like, 'You've 
come a long way, baby ... but you sure 
got a long way to go!' " 


Mrs. Sherbow has flown more than 


2,200 hours and claims it is known that 
women are better pilots than men. "Talk 
to anyone in the aviation field and they'll 
tell you women are better because they 
care and because they're more careful." 


Like a certain rental car agency, a 


woman tries harder, Mrs. Sherbow said, 
"because she's always had a problem 
making herself heard. She's always had 
that one biological hurdle to overcome." 


WE ALL KNOW, of course, about that 


biological hurdle. Discrimination against 
females in the air is as common as it is 
on the ground. 


"The only difference between a female 


driver and a female pilot," said the air- 
line pilot, "is a set of wings and a pro- 
peller." 


Many women, however, contend that, 


typically males have made flying seem 
more difficult than it is simply to bolster 
their whale-sized egos. 


"Sure," said Mrs. Patricia Roemer of 


Missoula, Mont., "Flying requires no 
special talent. Even a man can fly."

Good Fit Starts At Armhole 


by JOANNE SCHREIBER 


What is the No. l sewing headache for 


the 45 million American women who sew- 
their-own? 


According to Lucille Rivers, the skilled 


and articulate star of the "Fashions in 
Sewing" TV show, good fit is the biggest 
sewing problem. "About 70 per cent of 
my mail concerns fitting," she says. "I 
get more queries on fitting than on but- 
tonholes, zippers and sleeves put togeth- 
er." 


Since no two women are built alike, 


and since most women have measure- 
ments which differ sharply from the 
ideal dress form used by the pattern in- 
dustry, good fit with an unadjusted stan- 
dard pattern can be a problem. 


Many women have been told to buy a 


pattern size with the closest armhole 
dicated by the size charts on the backs of 
the pattern envelopes. But Lucille Rivers 
has developed a new approach: "Buy the 
pattern size with the closest armhole 
fit," she advises, "and then adjust the 
other measurements." 


A GOOD HIGH FIT in the armhole 


area of a garment gives a trim, unclut- 
tered and very flattering line which is 
typical of couturier garments. Because 
the fit of the armhole is determined by 
bone structure and frame, most women 
will be able to take a pattern size small- 


er than they have used. 


To achieve perfect fit, Miss Rivers sug- 


gests making a muslin from the basic 
pattern offered by all pattern companies. 
Cut just half of the bodice pattern in 
muslin. Sew the darts and the side and 
shoulder seams. Clip the seam allowance 
around the armhole and try on the half- 
bodice. 


At this point, check only the armhole 


fit. Pinch up slack along the shoulder 
seam. If you can lift the armhole more 
than one inch, or if the armhole droops 
below your underarm, get a smaller pat- 
tern size and try again. 


When you get a pattern with a good 


armhole fit, make up the other half of 
the muslin and join the pieces with the 
opening down the front for ease in pin- 
ning. Don't worry if you can't close the 
front at this point, just pin the neck to- 
gether and start your alterations on the 
back. Under no circumstances should 
you alter the armhole. "The back of the 
arm is the most vital fitting point," says 
Lucille Rivers, "so make your altera- 
tions so that area is smooth." 


YOU CAN CUT OUT the muslin and 


insert extra pieces to allow for a rounded 
back, a full bust, a long waist, and other 
figure variations. A too-erect back, a flat 
chest or small bust can be fitted by tak- 
ing out extra fullness in the muslin. 


After corrections are made on the mus- 


lin, transfer the corrections to the tissue 
pattern. You will then be able to com- 
pare the basic pattern pieces with the 
pieces of any other pattern and make the 
necessary adjustments very easily. Your 
garment will fit nicely because you will 
cut it to fit in the first place, and you will 
find that fitting problems are almost en- 
tirely eliminated. 


If you do a great deal of sewing, you 


may wish to transfer your basic pattern 
pieces to lightweight cardboard 
for 


greater durability. 


Miss River's own fitting problems with 


standard patterns led her to develop the 
armhole-fit technique of alteration. Her 
figure, though small-boned, is wide and 
rounded across the back. With a close- 
fitting armhole, her figure appears trim 
and well-proportioned. 


FOR LUCILLE RIVERS, sewing is as 


much a philosophy as a career. "Sewing 
is logical," she says. "It's 
orderly. 


There's a reason for everything. And 
women who sew are wonderful, construc- 
tive, creative." 


While she doesn't concern herself with 


the women's lib groups, Lucille Rivers is 
very pro-female. "Women are well- 
equipped to run the world," she states. 
"I love being a woman. I can't imagine 
being a man with all those hang-ups."

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)-Three years 


ago Bill Jones shattered one of the 
strongest bastions of female chauvinism 
— motherhood. 


Jones, 43, a handsome bachelor actor 


and real estate man, became mother and 
father to a two-year-old boy named Aa- 
ron. He was the first single man in Cali- 
fornia to adopt a child. 


His bachelor father status gained him a 


great deal of fame and a sense of respon- 
sibility he still feels, not only for Aaron, 
but for other single men who want to 
adopt. 


"Single parents who adopt almost al- 


ways have been women," said Jones, 
who received several proposals of mar- 
riage after adopting the blue-eyed boy. 


"MEN 
WANT to have children, too," 


he said. "A lot of women I know 
shouldn't be parents." 


Jones feels society has made it "un- 


thinkable for a man to be a single par- 
ent" by associating child rearing only 
with women. 


"If a wife could get a good job and 


support the family, why shouldn't the 
husband take care of the children?" he 
asked. 


Aaron doesn't lack female influence, 


Jones is quick to point out. 


"I have a girl friend who has three 


children, one a three-year-old daughter. I 
also rent a small studio to an ex- 
schoolteacher and she does baby sit- 
ting." 


AARON ALSO has six honorary grand- 


mothers and countless aunts. 


Jones, who had a part in "Bullitt" and 


h a s made several television com- 
mercials, takes Aaron on the many trips 
resulting from the publicity surrounding 
the adoption. 


The father and son have appeared on 


magazine covers, 
network television 


shows and been the subject of newspaper 
stories. 


"At first I was afraid of all the public- 


ity but we have received almost 3,000 let- 
ters from around the world," Jones said. 
"Not one of them was bad. Hundreds 
were filled with love for us." 


JONES HOPES THAT he and Aaron 


can influence a liberalization of adoption 
laws — and not just so far as single men 
are concerned. 


"In some places a white child must go 


to a Catholic family," he said. "In 1969

Sun, Cooking 
Discolor Walls 


Experts at the American Gas Associ- 


ation report that sunlight is one of the 
biggest reasons for discolored or dingy 
walls. When exposed to direct sunlight 
over a long period of time, wall areas 
may fade, and adjacent areas, which 
haven't been exposed to as much light, 
will seem darker and discolored. 


Some fabrics may fade or turn yellow 


because of sunlight. Sometimes chem- 
icals — such as oven cleaners and moth- 
balls — may react with paint to cause 
discoloration. Paint, as it ages, may 
change color unevenly, according to 
A.G.A. 


In kitchens, discoloration is a special 


problem not because of the cooking fuel 
but because of the cooking process, the 
Association reports, since water and 
grease vapors given off by food and 
cooking oils and fats may fade the ap- 
pearance of walls. To prevent dis- 
coloration, A.G.A. suggests that house- 
wives cook with gentle simmering and 
use a minimum amount of water and low 
flame. Also, a ventilation hood over a 
kitchen range may help prevent dis- 
coloration.

NBC Plans 5-Day-A-Week 
Children's Series In '72 


by RICK DuBROW 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - NBC is plan- 


ning "a 
major, half-hour, 
five-day- 


a-week, Monday-through-Friday" chil- 
dren's television series to begin early 
next year. 


The series is expected to be on all five 


of NBC's owned-and-operated stations — 
in New York, Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Washington and Cleveland — but the net- 
work's numerous affiliate stations will 
decide, on an individual basis, whether to 
use it. 


Broadcasts in the series will not be 


presented as a straight-through network 
showing, which means NBC is doing its 
part so far to try to improve children's 
programming — and, in effect, is telling 
its affiliates that it is up to them individ- 
ually to show just how public service- 
minded it is. 


"Acceptance and scheduling of the pro- 


grams will be determined by the sta- 
tions," NBC said in its formal announce- 
ment Tuesday. 


ACCORDING TO the network, the 


series "will be directed primarily to the 
three-to-six-year-old group, and will pre- 
sent a balanced education — entertain- 
ment format, with the accent on learn- 
ing. The program content will be desig- 
nated to interest and involve parents as 
well as children." 


Because of its distribution, the series 


obviously will not be available for net- 
work sale, but a pair of two-minute "po- 
sitions will be provided for local com- 
mercials or public service announce- 
ments, one near the beginning and one 
near the end of each program." 


Says NBC: "This represents a reduc- 


tion of two minutes from the usual day- 
time commercial structure and will per- 
mit longer segments of uninterrupted 
program material. Stations carrying the 
program will pay a program service 
charge to help offset the substantial pro- 
duction costs, and will retain all revenue 
from any local sales."

Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you tell me 


what causes a man to want to wear 
woman's clothes? He like to sleep wear- 
ing woman's briefs and panties. 


Dear Reader — While children may do 


any number of unusual things in the pro- 
cess of exploring and growing up, such 
behavior in an adult is a sign of a severe 
emotional disturbance. It should be re- 
garded as an illness and needs medical 
attention. Such persons cannot usually 
help themselves, they need help and that 
usually means seeing a psychiatrist. Any 
family doctor can be helpful in making 
the arrangements or the medical society 
will help locate a psychiatrist. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I started the men- 


opause at age 37. I was having deep 
depression and even suicidal thoughts. I 
went to several doctors here, only to be 
told it was something I just had to go 
through. I went to a gynecologist in a 
larger city. I was thoroughly examined, 
something none of the doctors before 
ever did. The gynecologist put me on 
hormones 
and explained 
people

much longer than they used to and there 
was no reason a woman should do with- 
out hormones, any more than a diabetic 
should go without insulin. I've been a dif- 
ferent person and highly praise a good 
gynecologist. Why are M.D.s so ignorant 
about hormones? 


Dear Reader — That last question 


sounds a little bit like that "When did 
you stop beating your wife" question. 
Good gynecologists are also M.D.s and 
your letter suggests that they are not so 
ignorant about hormones. It is true that 
doctors have different levels of skill, 
knowledge and even motivation. Believe 
it or not, they are even human. The 
whole field of medicine is too large for 
one person to "know it all." That is why 
we have specialists, and they should be 
used when a problem indicates it. 


Hormones are two-edged swords. They 


can and do provide a lot of benefit in the 
right case and yours was apparently one 
of them. Other women sail through the 
menopause and hardly know they have 
had it. Still others have complications 
from female hormone therapy. What is 
medicine for one is poison for another, so 
we don't have too many ironclad rules 
on treating patients, except one: Each

Arlington Heights Park District car- 


ried the handsome Paddock Olympic 
traveling trophy home yesterday after 
staging one of the most thrilling rallies 
in the program's five-year history. 


Trailing host Elk Grove by seven 


points upon entering the team Softball 
and kickball competition, Arlington ac- 
cumulated 22 points in the second day 
events by taking second in the boys 10-11 
softball and a runnerup position in the 
kickball contests. 


An equally important third in the 10-11 


girls softball division enabled Arlington 
to outrun second-place

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Gasoline Prices Going Up Again? 


by LEA TONKIN 


Consumers are caught in this year's 


ninth round of the gasoline war as sev- 
eral major oil companies move to restore 
normal prices by withdrawing supports 
to their dealers on a national scale! 


if the majors have their way, the pump 


prices will move up to the 40.4-cents- 
a-gallon level for regular 
gasoline. 


Prices in the Chicago area are now 4 to 9 
cents a gallon below the normal price, 
said Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief 
of Platfs Oilgram, a daily publication of 
petroleum industry Information 


"At the start of this week, prices were 


the lowest of the year," said Hugo He 
noted that service stations can charge 
lower prices for gas when oil companies 
(majors) offer price supports in an effort 
to compete with other suppliers. The oil 
company usually pays 70 per cent of the 
difference between the normal pump 
price and the actual price charged, the 
dealer pays 30 per cent Some dealers 
even charge one cent below the sup- 
ported price Hugo said. 


"The last attempt to restore prices to 


normal levels was just before the Fourth 
of July and the prices did go up to an 
average of 384 cents a gallon," Hugo 
said "This lasted about a week, and 
then it crumbled just as all the other pre- 
vious moves did " 


He said Shell Oil was the first com- 


pany to withdraw its price supports on a

The latest move toward normal pump 


prices has a greater chance of success 
than earlier moves this year because it 
is on a national scale, said Robert J Ja- 
cobs, executive director of the Illinois 
Gasoline Dealers Association.

The International Wildlife Conservation 


Society has launched an effort to catch 
one of the most elusive, perhaps most 
legendary, and possibly most mythologic- 
al creatures in the nation: the monster, 
Bigfoot 


Bigfoot is reputed to be a large, hairy, 


manlike creature who roams the Pacific
